4N INTERVIEW THAT HAS EX. 
CITED POLITICIANS. 

6X-SENATOR FENTON, SENATOR SHERMAN, 


AND SECRETARY FOLGER HAVE AN AC- 
CIDENTAL MEETING—SURMISES THAT 


PARTY POLICY WAS DISCUSSED—THE 
PRESIDENT ALSO SEES MR. FENTON, 

WasHineton, Nov. 22.—Three serious 
and sagacious Republicans, well known from 
bne end of the country to the other, met here 
to-day, entirely by accident they all say, and 
yet politicians here are unwilling to believe 
that their meeting was accidental, or that 
they did not come together for po- 
litical reasons, perhaps with the  pur- 
pose of contriving a means by which the 
broken and demoralized party to which they 
belong may be reunited and revitalized. Sec- 
retary Folger wasin his office this afternoon 
after the usual throng of visitors haa been 
whut off according to regulations, when ex- 
Senator Reuben E. Fenton, the sage politician 
of Chautauqua, walked through the corri- 
dor to the Secretary’s office and was 
admitted. The Secretary and the ex-Sen- 
ator had not been many minutes _to- 
Retber when Senator John Sherman, hap- 
pening that way entirely by accident, 
was shown into the Secretary’s room. The 
three remained together for some time. While 
the Treasury Building contained few visitors 
when these three were in company, the meet- 
ing did not escape observation. Anxious 
politicians are to-night disposed to regard the 
consultation as having some important politi- 
cal significance. 

Ex-Senator Fenton does not come often to 
the capital. It has been supposed that he was 
out of active political life, although no one 
can believe that he has lost interest in the sub- 
ject that has engrossed so much of the time of 
& man now ripening in years. He arrived 
here on Monday. Instead of going toa hotel 
he took comfortable lodgings in a more re- 
tired house, away from the stream of transient 
visitors and idle politicians, and took them 
for several days. On Tuesday he was driven 
to the White House. Although President 
Arthur is very busy with his Cabinet officers 
gathering up the muterial with which at night 
and out at the Soldiers’ Home he weaves to- 
gether his annual Message to Congress, ex- 
Senator Fenton was admitted to him, and in 
she library the two held a long conversation. 
The President was, as usual. very courteous, 
Mr. Fenton only refers to the talk between 
the two as having been pleasant. If it led to 
a discussion of the recent election in New- 
York, and the suggestion of a course of 
action to be pursued to reunite’ the 
Republican factions and inspire confidence 
in the Republican Party, both in and 
ovt of New-York, neither the President 
nor Mr. Fenton has published the fact. The 
suggestion, therefore, that the question of Col- 
lector Robertson’s removal was brought up, 
and the admission made on one side that the 
removal would not greatly distress the Repub- 
licans who were not long ago zealous sup- 
porters of Collector Robertson will be re- 
zarded as mere conjecture. 

To-night Mr. Fenton speaks of the visits to 
the President and Secretary Folger and the 
meeting with Senator Sherman at the Treas- 
ury as mere incidents of a visit. Having been 
many years in political life, Mr. Fenton natu- 
rally talks polities when he meets with 
men in political life. He is still a warm 
Republican and as deeply concerned about 
the future of the Republican Party as any 
member of it. He understands thoroughly 
the significance of the results of the recent 
election, the causes of defeatin his own State, 
and the reasons for similar results in other 
States. He frankly says that the meeting be- 
tween himselt, Secretary Folger, and Senator 
Sherman did not take place to devise means 
for the relief of the money market, which was 
reported to be disturbed and stringent.

= say that the presence of Mr. Fenton 

ere is not accidental, but that be has come 
upon invitation, and that at last the 
Administration has determined to také counsel 
with Republicans without distinction | of 
factions, and that a new leaf is to be turned 
over, anew and broader policy adopted and 
carried out. Mr. Fenton will remain until 
after the opening of the Garfield Monument 
Fair, and will be present in the Capitol at the 
gpening ceremonies. 
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DETECTIVE MILLER DISMISSED. 
QE IS CONVICTED OF IMPROPER CONDUCT BY 
HIS OWN TESTIMONY. 

Wasninoton, Nov. 22.—The trial of De- 
tective George O. Miller before the Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia has resulted 
in his dismissal from the Police force. The 
trial was short. The evidence against Miller 
consisted of his own admissions upon the wit- 
ness stand, made during the preliminary trial 


of Payne, whois accuscd of having tried to 
bribe Juror Brown. Miller testified that he 
had reported from day to day, during the 
star route trial, to the counsel for the 
defense, and that he had taken part in the 
work of getting up Mr. Ingersoll’s collection 
of affidavits. fie had not reported his knowl- 
edge of these matters to the Department of 
Justice or to any of his superior officers, and 
he had not been assigned to work in connection 
with the star route case. The order directing 
his removal was issued to-day. Miller is very 
well known in this city. e is a personal 
friend of ex-Senator Dorsey, and was among 
those from this city who were in Indianapolis 
during the October election in 18380. 
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RIVER AND HARBOR BALANCES. 

& PREDICTION THAT NO ESTIMATES WILL BE 
SUBMITTED TO CONGRESS, 

Wasnutneton, Nov. 22.—The clerks of 
ef the House Committee on Appropriations 
bas received the estimates for the civil force of 
the Government. There are still reasons for 
believing that the War Denartment will 
not submit estimates for a river and 
barbor bill. At the beginning of the cur- 
rent fiscal year there was available, 
coming over from the appropriations of pre- 
vious years, the sum of $4,737,500. To this 
Congress added an appropriation of nearly 
$19,000,000. The books of the Treasury De- 
artment show that for river and har- 
or work in the fiscal year 1ssi 
there was available, in balances and 
appropriations, $14,656,500, and that the ex- 
penditures in that year were only $3,342,000, 
s0 that $6,314,500 was carried over to the ac- 
count for the fiscal year 1882. It seems safe to 
predict that no estimates will be submitted this 


ear. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $262,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $352,51466, and from Customs $791 287 73. 

The Court of Commissioners of Alabama

Arnold Leo, of New-York, bas informed the 
Interior Department of his inteution to insti- 
tute legal proceedings to prevent the further 
issuance of colfateral trust bonds to the Union 
Pacific Reilroad 1.e0 asserts that the ieer9 is 


illegal, and while little credit is attached to 
the statement a careful review of the laws 
governing the issue and of the bonds and se- 


curities of the company filed with the depart- 
ment is now being made to place the matter 
beyond doubt. 


Fred B. Stanton, Shellabarger & Wilson, 
and T. W. Bartley, as attorneys for the La 


Abra Silver Mining Company, this morning 
made application to the Supreme Court of the 
District for a mandamus on the Secretary of 
State to compel him to pay to that company 
$48,858 77, the proportion claimed by them of 
the $300,000 recently paid by Mexico on ac- 
count of awards made by the Mexican Claims 
Commission. A rule was issued on the Secre- 
tary to show cause and made returnable Nov. 


Replying to a letter from the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office in relation to the 


adjustment of the withdrawal of lands for the 
benefit of the Northern Pacitic Railroad, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior has directed him to make 
an adjustment of theroute in accordance with 
the map of definite location filed in 1881 and 
1882, upon which the road is constructed from 
the boundary line between Dakota and Mon- 
tana to the last crossing of the Yellowstone 
River, and such other portions of the road as 
do not materially deviate from the line. 


Secretary Folger has not been officially ad- 
vised of any stringency in the New-York 


money market. Assistant Treasurer Acton, 
who has been instructed to keep him advised 
of the state of the market, telegraphed this 
afternoon to the effect that commercial paper 
was selling at from 6 to 8 per cent., and that 
the general market was the same as yesterday. 
In a telegram to the Secretary yesterday Mr. 
Acton said that he regarded the apparent 
stringency in the market as fictitious. Secre- 
tary Folger said this afternoon that he was 
guided by the value of mercantile paper, and 
that he did not cenceive it his duty to interfere 
in a fight between the bulls and bears. 
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THE SILVER DOLLAR CIRCULATION. 

Wasuinaton, Nov. 22.—The standard 
silver dollars seem to be going out into circu- 
lation just now in great numbers. It is true 
that for several weeks the movement has been 
accelerated by the usual Autumnal demand in 


the West and South-west, but there is an addi- 
tional cause for their apparent movement into 
circulation. Since Oct. 15 no silver certificates 
have been issued directly upon deposits of gold 
coin. Gold is deposited in New-York now 
for the delivery of silver dollars at the 
Mint at New-Orleans, and after these dollars 
have gone out of the Mint they are deposited 
in the Sub-Treasury for silver certificates, so 
that while a great number of the standard dol- 
lars are going out from the Mint they at once 
go buek to the Sub-Treasury and remain in 
the hands ot the Government.

EFFECT OF THE NEW-YORK FLURRY IN CORN 
—THE MARKETS VERY IRREGULAR. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 22.—The leading produce 
markets were more irregular to-day than usual. 
Grain averaged stronger, chietiy in sympathy with 
the corn situation in New-York, and provisions 
were uns ttled, being radically bearish, but turned 
by the firm feeling on breadstuffs, and provisions 
were active and irregular. They were beared rather 
badly in the early part of the day, because hogs 
were in large supply and again weak, while Liver- 
pool was said to be 8d. lower on lard. The market 
turned later, when corn was found to be strong, 
and there were some signs of large capital- 
ists investing in the stuff, as if they 
thought the market was dragging on the bottom. 
This caused a rally, after which prices fell back 
some, but closed steadier at a shade better priees 
for futures than the previous afternoon, though 
pork and lard for this month closed 10 cents lower, 
the former being substantia!ly the same as Jan- 


uary. Lard for this month sold down 40 cents, bat 
only for a moment, there being little sold at more 
than 20 cents decline. Otherwise, lard only fell 
back about 5 cents and pork 15 te 2U cents. Meats 
declined about 10 cents and for early delivery 
closed nominally tame. The market averaged an 
advance of 5 cents on pork and lard on the after- 
noor call. 

Wheat was a little more active and decidedly 
firmer. Futures advanced 54 cent early, then 
fell back a little, but closed firm at an improve- 
ment of 3% to % cent on the latest prices of 
Tuesday. London reported an advance of 6d. per 
quarter on cargoes. Receipts in Chicago were 
much smaller, and there was an early rumor to the 
effect that the railroad war in the North-west is 
over, Which was supposed to mean smuller receipts 
here in the near future. There was a better 
shipping demand for Winter, at previous prices. 
The Spring wheat was not wanted by shippers, 
though the No. 2 was firmer in sympathy with fu- 
tures. Some operaters said the speculative 
strength was evidently due to the Eastern exvite- 
ment in corn, which induced the sending of a few 
New-York buying orders for wheat, on the theory 
that it must be good property, because very low 
in price as compared with corn. On the afternoon 
call the market was 4 ceut higher. 

Corn was irregular in tone, though comparative- 
ly steady in price. The market advanced 24 cents 
on regular, 134 cents on November, 144 cents on the 
year, and %cent on the longer futures, closing 1 
cent below the top on deliveries to be made this 
month and firm otherwise. Receipts were. much 
smaller than the previous dav, but they graded up 
a little better, and the early feeling was only 
steady and rather tame. Butastrong demand for 
spot sprung up when New-York was quoted at $1 
for spot and 84 cents for December. a sale being 
made here at 7044 cents for No. 2, and that started 
futures upward, though there was not a very 
brisk demand for them. Liverpool was calied 
quiet, ollicially, but it was understood that there 
Was a very good export demand in New-York at 
8) to 85 cents for cern to arrive in Liverpool in De- 
cember, aud New-York was excited on its own ac- 
count, the bulls having the advantage there, he- 
cause it is now too late to obtain guarantees for 
Nevember arrivals from the West. The con- 
tinuance of dry weather, though it is not 
cold, increased the hope of liberal arrivals 
of new No. 2 here next month, while there is 
a feeling that the situation has perhaps been 
discounted as much as it will bear for the present. 
The lower grades were pieked up here to-day as 
fast as offered and at good relative prices, showing 
that consumers are bearof coru. The speculative 
demand Eastward bids fair to absorb all dry eorn 
that may arrive here for several weeks yet. In the 
afternoon the market was tirmer for November 
and the year and eaaier for other deals. 

The price of wheat in Minneapolis was run up en 
Monday last to an extent about equalto the de- 
cline in rail freiguts. One dealer reports sales of 
Nos. 1 and 2, not hard, at $1 04, which certainly 
does not offer much inducement to any one in that 
section to ship his wheat here and get 93 cents for 
it. ‘ihe price of flour in Minneapolis has advanced 
about as much as the reduction ia freights amounts 
to, making it impossible for buyers here to operate 
on wore favorable terms than heretofore. 

New mixed corn sold to-day on the track here at 
6244 cents freely, and more was wanted at the 
price. Considering, that some of this ecora was 
quite damp, it shows a good demané for this arti- 
cle, Which makes it problematical if No. 2 at 60 
cents, seller the year, is very dear afterall. A tele- 
gram from New-York said that the corn market 
there went up apout 16 cents in haif an hour and 
then fell back 10 cents in another half hour. That 
is speculative excitement witha vengeance. Evi- 
dentiy New-York is waking up. The folks there 
are getting an old-fashioned Western hug, and 
one feature in the business is said to be 
the fact that one of the biggest squeezers 
is a man who defaulted on September 
wheat here. It was reported here the other day 
that the November corn squeeze in Liverpool was 
over, but it now appears that the folks there are 
just as badly off for December. They wanc large 
quantities, and it must all be oid corn at that. Hence 
the New-York flurry has « pizzicato accompani- 
ment, which makes it positively thrilling. The good 
people there who have been howling about corners 
in Chicago may now be retorted upon with the ad- 
vice, * Physician, heal thyself.” 

It is understood that McGeoch, Everingham & Co. 
are not settling up on a basis of $102 for Septem- 
ber wheat. The firm is holdtag off for instructions 
from its principals. Will the President be called on 
to siga the margin checks?

AFFAIRS IN THE OLD WORLD 


KING HUMBERT’SSPEECH ON OPEN- 
ING PARLIAMENT. 

THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE MUCH 

CHEERED—THE ITALIAN PEOPLE DE- 

CLARED TO BE RIPE FOR LIBERTY—AD- 


MINISTRATIVE AND INDUSTRIAL LEGISLA- 
TION TO BE URGED. 

Rome, Nov. 22.—Parliament was opened 
to-day. The speech from the throne was very 
pacific intone. The King said he greeted with 
joy and pride the representatives of the na- 
tion, fortified by the free vote of all classes of 
its citizens. This admirable transformation, 
prepared in accordance with the wish of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, gave assurance that the people 
were ripe for liberty. The King imposed upon 
Parliament the duty of carrying out those 
pacific conquests which give a title to 
real greatness. He indicated as_ subjects 
for legislation the condition of manufac- 
tures, agriculture, the mercantile navy 
and the railway system. He said there 
would also be introduced measures dealing 
with the public security, the administra- 
tion of justice, education, and an elabora- 
tion of the penal code for the whole country. 
Throughout the kingdom signs were observa- 
ble of new commercial activity. To attain 


coramercial prosperity public security was ne- 
yore and this the Government would firmly 
defend. 

The relations of Italy with foreign powers, he 
said, were friendly. Italy responded to marks 
of sympathy from all by scrupulously observ- 
ing her treaties, by advocating in the councils 
of the powers a frank and loyal policy aiming 
at the maintenance of peace, and reconciling 
national interests with those of Europe. The 
projected marriage of the Duke of Genoa was 
a tresh pledge of sympathy between the 
Italian and German peoples. Keverting to 
internal affairs, the King said: ‘* Now 
that the destinies of Italy are in 
your hands, no foreign force from within or 
without can impede your examination of great 
civil and social problems. You will thus add 
to the glories of Roman Italy, the pacific 
glories of new Italy.’? The King’s speech was 
much cheered, particularly that portion relat- 
ing to an improved organization of the Army 
and Navy. Queen Margherita, the Prince of 
Naples, and other members of the royal family 
were present at the reading of the speech. 

Thirty Radical members absented them- 
selves from the opening so as to avoid taking 
the oath to the King and to the Constitution. 
Signor Cocecapieller, the Radical Deputy, 
whose election caused a great sensation, was in 
chis place, but his presence caused no mani- 
festation. On the King’s returning from the 
opening of Parliament there was a popular 
demonstration in his honor before the Quirinal. 
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BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
MR. PLAYFAIR DENIES CAPT. NOLAN’S 
CHARGE—THE NINTH PROCEDURE RULE 
ADOPTED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon the Right Hon. Lyon 
Playfair, Chairman of the Committee of Ways 
and Means and Deputy Speaker of the House, 
most emphatically denied that he sent a mes- 
sage to Capt. Nolan at the time of the suspen- 
sion of the Irish members iast session threat- 
ening him with suspension, as stated by Capt. 
Nolan last night during the discussion of the 


ninth rule of precedure. He had never heard 
of the matter until it was mentioned last night. 
There was not one shred of foundation for the 
statement. Capt. Nolan maintained that the 
Third Clerk of the House conveyed the mes- 
sage to him, but, when questioned by Mr. 
Gladstone, he said it was not communicated 
as coming from the Chair. 

The discussion of the ninth procedure resolu- 
tion was continued. Mr. Gladstone made a 
further concession to the effect that collective 
suspension should only be applied in cases of 
willful disregard of the authority of the Chair. 
The rule was adopted by a vote of 161 to 19. 
The limit of terms of suspension for offenses 
after and including the third is fixed at one 
month. 

Lord Randolph Churchill bas placed a fresh 
batch of amendments to the precedure rules 
on the table. But for this action the opposi- 
tion to the remaining rules would be merely 


nominal. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
> --—— 

Lonpon, Nov. 22.—The condition of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury is unimproved. He 
is very restless at night. 

The Empress of Austria will be at Comber- 
mere Abbey in January forthe bunting season. 

Sir Thomas F. Wade, Minister at Peking, 
contradicts the statement that he will not re- 
turn to China, 

The Daily News says it believes that the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer was offered 
some time ago to the Right Hon. George J. 
Goschen, but was declined. 

The authorities of Aberdeenshire have agreed 
tosend a detachment of Police to the Isle of 
Skye to assist in the serving of processes, pro- 
vided the Commissioners of Inverness-shire will 
hold themselves responsible tor their expenses. 
In the meantime defensive arrangements on 
the island are proceeding. At a mass-meeting 
of the islanders one of the speakers said that 
any tenant paying rent, unless revaluation 
was granted, would be a marked man. It was 
resolved to take every lawful means to prevent 
any one from taking a farm from which the 
tenant had been evicted. 

Mr. Giffen, President of the Statistical So- 
ciety, delivered his inaugural address last night. 
His subject was the influence of population 
statistics upon political thought. He referred 
to the growth of the population of the United 
States, which, if continued, he said would cause 
great difficulties. The masses of laborers 
would have to contend, under increasing diffi- 
culties, against a fall in the scale of living, and 
probably there would eventually be a diversion 
of the larger part of the stream of emigration 
from Europe and the Eastern States of Amer- 
ica to the north-western part of Canada. 

Paris, Nov. 22.—The municipality have 
passed a vote in favor of the demolition of tbe 
enceinte of the fortifications of Paris. 

M. Gaillard, member of the Chamber of 
Deputies from Vaucluse, has received a letter 
from M. Soleillet, the French traveler, an- 
nouncing that he has taken possession of the 
Bay of ‘Tajoorah, on the African side of the 
Gulf of Aden, which has been ceded to him by 
the local Sultan. He a’so states that he has 
erected a wall round the newly acquired terri- 
tory. 

According to the treaty of 1836, the text of 
which was read by M. Duclere in the Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday while M. de Brazza’s 
treaty was under consideration, the rights of 
Portugal in Africa do not extend turther south 
than latitude 4° 30.

The scenery was perfect, and the per- 
formance was a great success and was enthusi- 
astically received. Victor Hugo occupied a 
box in the theatre. 

GIBRALTAR, Nov. 22.—When the Cuban 
refugees were surrendered Maceo’s wife, son, 
nephew, and sister-in-law were conducted out 
of the English lines with them. 

Maprip, Nov. 22.—An explosion of gun- 

wder, caused by an accident, occurred in the 
tconcie here to-day. Nearly the whoie build- 
ing was blown to pieces and 15 soldiers were 
injured. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 22.—The Porte is 
trying to ascertain the views of Germany 
on the Egyptian and Tunisian ques- 
tions. At a recent interview of the 
Turkish Ambassador at Berlin with Prince 
Bismarck, the latter advised that the Porte 
remain quiet, as the time wus inopportune to 
raising the question of supporting tbe claims 
of Turkey. The Porte has agreed to several 
changes in the organization of the Army 
recommended by German officers. Hitherto 
this advice was not acted upon. 

PemMBROKE. Noy, 22,—-The British man-of- 


war Collingwood, which had been on the stocks 
here, was launched to-day. 

CaTraro, Nov. 22.—The Government has 
decided to establish, at the beginning of the 


coming year, a permanent force of three bat- 
talions of infantry. 


RomME, Nov. 22.—M. Despreiz, French Am 
bassador at the Vatican, will present his letter 
of recall to the Pope on Thursday. 

Dustin, Nov. 22.--Near Skibbereen to-day 
a farmer was attacked ard stabbed by a party 
of men. His wounds are dangerous. Three 
persons charged with the murder of the Hud- 
dys, at Lough Mask, were to-day removed 
from Galway to this city. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—A correspondent at 
Madrid has reason to believe that the 
Government will liberate the Cuban refu- 
gees early in December, in response to the 
appeal of England. The refugees will proba- 
bly be required to promise that they will not 
return to Cuba, 

Mr. Malley, counsel for the Maamtrasna 
murderers, has forwarded to the Viceroy a 
memorial praying a commutation of sentence 
in the cases of the five prisoners who yesterday 
pleaded guilty. 

A Berlin dispatch says that in recognition of 
his meritorious services in Egypt the Emperor 
of Germany has presented the Duke of Con- 
naught with the Order of Frederick the Great. 
This act has a political significance which the 
advocates of a closer union between England 
and Germany will heartily hail. 
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GERMANY, RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA. 

Bertin, Nov. 22.—Count von Hatzfeldt, 
German Secretary of State. will hold an inter- 
view with M. de Giers, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, baving returned from Silesia for that 
purpose. Baron Mobrenheim, the new Rus- 


sian Ambassador at London, has arrived 
here, and bas visited M. de Giers. M. de Giers 
left here to-day for Italy. 

Gen. von Schweinitz, German Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, has decided to resign, and 
Count von Solms-Sonnenwalde now Minister at 
Madrid, has been designated as his successor. 

The Crown Prince of Austria has accepted 
an invitation to join a hunting party of the 
Prussian Court. 

Debate on the budget was begun in the Diet 
to-day. Herr Richter, the most distinguished 
opponent of the budget, was absent on account 
of illness. The Clerical leader, Herr Schorle- 
mer, invited the Conservatives to go hand in 
hand with the Ultramontanes on all questions. 

VibnNA, Nov. 22.—Anti-Semitic excesses 
have occurred in the neighborhood of Olden- 
burg and Prelautsch. Troops were dispatched 
to the disturbed districts, and a number of ar- 
rests were made. Placards and pamphlets 
have been discovered at Prelautsch which 
emanated from secret societies.

Catro, Nov. 22.—A report prepared by 
Borelli Bey, Public Prosecutor, in which he 
summarizes the evidence directly connecting 
Arabi Pasha and the other rebel leaders with 
the burning of Alexandria and the massacre 
of Europeans, was submitted to the Khédive 
this morning and approved. It will be pre- 
sented to Lord Dufferin this afternoon. It is 


understood that the Egyptian Government is 
prepared to leave it to Great Britain to decide 
whether the evidence is sufficient for proceed- 
ing with the trial on the charges specified in 
the report.

A MASS OF ICE AND TIMBER CRASHES DOWN 

THE SHAFT OF THE OXFORD MIN? 
Scranton, Nov. 22.—The air shaft of the 
Oxford Mine was the scene of a frightful 
occurrence this evening, which resulted in 
the killing of two miners named Robert 
Hughes and Patrick Ratchford and the fatal 
injury of James Roberts besides creating a 
painful panic in the thickly settled neighborhood. 


The shaft, which was begun last June, was sunk to 
a depth of 400 feet, and all along the sides there 
were huge ice boulders formed by the coastant 
drippings of water. About 175 feet from the sur- 
face a platform of stout timbers wus erected 
to protect the men below from falling ice and rock 
and through this there was hardly room forthe 
bucket in which the miners went up and 
down. This afternoon a gang of work- 
men descended. consisting of Thomas Wat- 
kins, contractor; James Roberts, foreman; 
aud Patrick Ratchford, Morgan Jones, William 
Hayes, and Robert Hughes. Five others were 
abont to go down, but as it was thought coal would 
be struck at 11 o'clock to-night they were held in 
reserve to begin work at that time. About 6 
o'clock to-night, the ice falling trom the 
sides of the shaft on the protecting platform had 
formed in a few minutes a mass of several tons, acd 
the whole structure gave way, geing down with 
a terrific rush on the men at the foot and burying 
them beneath the débris. Ratchford and Hughes 
were crushed and, it isthought, killed instantly un- 
der the tull weight of the tailing ice and timbers. 
Roberts also met with a severe blow, which drove 
his elbow through his side, in whic a ghastly hole 
was made. 

The struggle in the narrow pit was frigntful. All 
the lights were extinguished, and the cries of pain 
and terror are described as appalling. Watkins 
gave the signal to hoisi the bucket, ascended 
to the Diamond vein—half-way up the shaft— 
obtained a light, and then returned to the 
relief of Roberts. His light went out. but he man- 
aged to put the wounded man tn the bucket, and 
placing timbers over his head to protect him from 
the fast-falling rubbish, succeeded in getting him 
out. The other men ulso escaped. The seene at 
the mouth of the shaft, where hundreds of persons 
assembled, was pitiful. The falling ice madeit a 
hazardous jobto goaown, but volunteers were not 
wanting. It was discovered that Ratchford and 
Hughes were buried so deep that it would cost a 
great effort to extricate their bodies, and up to 
midnight they bad not been taken out. Crowds of 
people are still at the scene, and great excitement 
prevails. It is probable that the dead will uot be 
taken out of the pit before morning.

CCCUPATIONS OF A RETIRED POLI- 
TICIAN. 

HOW AND WHY FOX WAS DEFEATED IN CONK- 
LING’S DISTRICT—‘'TIM’’ AND THE 
JUDGE—PUBLICATION OF A DAMAGING 
DOCUMENT. 

Urica, Nov. 22.—He who thinks o1 ‘hus- 
coe Conkling as so entirely immersed in his 
law practice as to be oblivious to political 
movements and details is mistaken. The re- 
cent campaign in this State, and particularly 


in this county—Oneida—proves the ex-Senator 
to be wide-awake to the present and the future 
of politics. Mr. Dwight ‘fownsend’s experience 
in the First Congressional District of itself 
might prove nothing, as Mr. Conkling ingeni- 
ously, if not ingenuously,explains that with two 
Democrats to choose between he preferred the 
straight-out anti-Blaine Belmont. But he can 
offer no such excuse for sending orders into 
this district that the Republican candidate for 
Congress, Samuel H. Fox, must not be elected. 
That he did this the proofs are too clear to be 
successfully denied, 

Samuel H. Fox has been a Republican from 
the birth of the party.*) He is a glass manufac- 
turer, and, while he has not been active in po- 
litical affairs, his sympathies have been with 
the ‘“‘half-breeds.’”? One year ago he was the 
Republican candidate for State Senator and 
was defeated. The Stalwarts do not deny that 
they defeated him, and it is a fact that they 
were open in their work against him before 
and on election day. This year again they 
were in a large minority in the nominating 
convention. They asked the majority to nom- 
inate Mr. Fox for Congress, promising to 
give him united and earnest support. 
They professed to desire an opportunity 
to make amends for their action in 1881. 
Chief among those urging the nomination 
of Mr. Fox, and pledging Stalwart support 
was William H. Comstock, ex-Register in 
Bankruptcy, and leader of the Conkling forces 
in Oneida County since Charles M, Dennison 
vacated that position by adhering to the for- 
tunes of Gov. Cornell Mr. Fox was 
nominated. The Stalwarts bave since frank- 
ly confessed that they cared not so much 
for the man, but they hoped by putting him 
on the ticket to force the Utica Herald to 
cease its opposition to Folger and Carpenter. 
The stratagem failed of being good by not be- 
ing effectual, but the main body of the Stal- 
warts respected their pledges and manifested a 
purpose and desire to secure the election of 
Mr. Fox. There was a sudden change of front 
on Thursday, Nov. 2, five days before election. 
Word was then passed around thet Mr. Fox 
was not to be elected. On Nov. 3 the treach- 
erous plan for defeating him was proclaimed 
by circulars sent to all parts of the county and 
published in the Democretic organ here. The 
document was in the following terms: 

Utica, Nov. 3, 1882. 

Republicans, before the sun sets this day organize 
acommittee of safety in your election district. 
The treachery of the Utica Herald to the Republi- 
can candidate for Governor can be rebuked and 
rendered abortive by prompt and fearless action. 
Organize a committee of safety in each election 
district of the county to stand guard from the 
opening to the closing of the polls. 

For each Republican voter who votes for the 
Democratic candidate for Governor the committee 
should find a Republican voter who will vote for 
the Democratic loval ticket, and thus equalize the 
cutting. The State and county ticketssheuild stand 
or fall together. When a half-breed cuts Folger, 
let a Republican cut Fox and all the rest of the 
local ticket. Let the responsibility rest on the ma- 
lignant lunatics of the Heva/d. Iu all cases where 
Republicans refuse to vote openly for Folger, slash 
into the local ticket with vigor. It is a poor rule 
that won't work both ways. Organize at once! 
By order of THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

The local authors of this circular were un- 
derstood to Le A. B. Johnson and William H. 
Comstock. Both hold Federal appointments 
under President Arthur. Its inspiration was 
from the office of the busy lawyer in New- 
York. There were Stalwarts even who were 
indignant atit. They had piedged their sup- 
port to Fox and worked for him. To turn 
short around and oppose him at the last, 
though ordered to doso by the big boss, was 
so self stultifving and treacherous that many 
refused to follow their leaders. They pre- 
pared and published acard denouncing the 
Stalwart circular as the work of Democrats, 
and *“‘urgentiy requesting all Republicans to 
use every honest endeavor to counteract’ its 
effects and ‘‘give their most earnest support 
to the nominees of the Republican Party, both 
State and county.” William H. Comstock 
was one of the (reluctant) signers of this card, 
and among others was Postmaster Judson T. 
Stevens, whose appointment is yet to be con- 
firmed. 

On the day before election a second cut- 
throat circular was issued by the Stalwart 
** Central Committee,” in terms similar to those 
of the first, but even more urgent, for the de- 
feat of the Republican local ticket. The local 
ticket was defeated, and that Roscoe Conkling 
directed Republican opposition to it has been 
clearly ascertained. Between Nov. 2 and7 
Mr. Comstock held interviews with various 
Stalwarts, the lieutenants of the Oneida band, 
in which the substance of his talk was this: 
* Tim has written to Judge Coxe that Fox 
must not be elected. ‘ Tim’ means the Sena- 
tor, as you know. He wants Spriggs elected. 
Spriggs will help to secure Stevens’s confirma- 
tion. Mr. Fox is friendly to Roberts, (Ellis 
H. Roberts, editor of the Utica Herald,) and 
will counsel with him. He will not serve our 
purpose. His election will strenghen the fac- 
tion against Mr. Conkling, will be hailed as 
the Senator’s defeat in his own home, and will 
strengthen Roberts and help Blaine in 1884.” 

By such arguments, in Mr. Conkling’s name 
and avowedly on orders eminating trom him, 
Mr. Comstock sought to array Stalwart Re- 
publicans against the Kepublican candidat= 
for Congress whose nomination he asked and 
in wiose behalf be had pledged his earnest 
support and that of his faction. And these 
appeals be continued to make after the appear- 
ance of the card, which he signed, denouncing 
the circular of the Stalwart ** Central Commit- 
tee.” Mr. Comstock owns a 306 brass medal. 
‘**Tim,’’ the correspondent of Judge Coxe, is 
Timothy Griffith, for many years Mr. Conk- 
ling’s private secretary and personal attaché, 
and now with him in his New-York law ofilice. 
** Judge Coxe”’ is Mr. Conkling’s nephew, and 
is United States District Judge by President 
Arthur’s appointment because of that relation- 
ship. Mr. Comstock further impressed on 
those with whom he talked that ‘*‘ Fox must 
have no more votes in Oneida County than 
Judge Folger has. If he does have the enemies 
of the Senator will herald it as his defeat and 
the triumph of Koberts and Blaine.” 

Sucb being the part of ex-Senator Conkling 
in the Congressional contest in the district 
which repeatedly elected him to Congress, and 
the plea having been made in his behalf that 
by so much as Folger’s minority exceeded that 
of Mr. Fox by so much would his own home 
influence be considered inferior to that of his 
enemies, it is worth while to glance at the ver- 
dict of the voters. Mr. Spriggs’s majority 
over Mr. Fox was 1,076. Mr. Cleveland’s 
majority over Judge Folger in the same 
district was 4,932. As the Democrats car- 
ried the county on Justice for Sessions 
by 942 majority, it would seem _ that 
734 Republicans obeyed orders and ‘cut the 
local ticket.”” But, in fact, the number was 
much smaller, as a good —— Republican 
working men voted against Mr. Fox for 
reasons of their own. But the figures, in any 
light they may be viewed, show how ineffec- 
tual Mr. Coukling’s efforts were to prevent 
Mr. Fox running ahead of the Administration 
candidate for Governor. But the dishonor of 
electing a bitter Democrat to Congress in 
place of a good Republican is his beyond ques- 
tion. These facts are understood to be in pos- 
session of Mr. Paddon, Chairman of the County 
Committee, who will in due time make report 
to the full committee.

SUCCESSFUL CHECK-RAISING. 

BuFFALo, Nov. 22.—Two weeks ago a well- 
dressed stramger visited the Merchants’ Bank and 
stated that he was about to engage in the lumber 
business and wanted to open an account. He said 
his name was James T. Watson and that he was 
from acity in the eastern part of the State. He 
deposited $600 in currency and departed. Going 
to the Manufacturers and Traders’ Bank, he made 


a similar statement, and passed over $1,000, which 
was duly credited to his account. A day or two 
after he drew out of each of the banks a portion of 


the deposit. On Friday, two weeks ago. he depos- 
ited in the Merchants’ Bank a draft for $1,700 made 
by a bank in a Pennsylvania city, and in the Man- 
ufacturers and ‘Traders’ Banx a draft for 
3.400 made by a_ Cleveland bank. Both 

rafts were payable in New-York. The 
next day he ‘‘checked,” as the banking 
phrase goes, against these drafts, leaving but a 
small residue to his credit.

LIVES NHEDLESSLY SACRIFICED. 


-——_—_—- -—_—— 
INEFFICIENCY OF THE PROVIDENCE FIREMEN 
AT THE RECENT FIRE. 
PROVIDENCE, Nov. 22.--The corrected list 
of casualties from the fire here Tuesday noon 
gives three deaths, one other case that will ter- 
minate fatally, one thatis ina critical condition, 
and seventeen badly burned and bruised. It is 
learned that in a portion of the four-story building 
where the fire occurred there was not a single 
hydrant. a line of hose, a sprinkler, or a fire- 
escape; that by mistake the firemen played into 
an open doorway from which smoke was 
rolling out. thinking that they were play- 
{ng upon the fire, whereas in reality the 
water went no further than a wooden partition on 
the other side of which the fire was burning fierce- 
ly. The distance from the ground to the windows 
out of which the terror-stricken men and girls 
rome was 37% feet. The length of twoof the 
adders, which were discarded by the laddermen 
in order that the heavy fire-escape might be run 

up, Was 36 feet. 

One of the oldest members of the department, 
an experienced ladderman, said to a reporter: 
** There ts not and canfnot be any reasonable ex- 
cuse for this terrible catastrophe. The first thing 
which the laddermen ought to have done was to 
have made an effort to use their ladders, leaving 
the patent truck and fire-escape as a last resort. 
The two large ludders could have been placed un- 
der two of the windows, and from the top of these 
two hook ladders couid have been fastened to 
the sills of the windows. Then an _ 18-foot 
ladder could have been raised against the 
little flat roof building adjoining the burning 
structure, and frem this roof another 18-foot ladder 
could have been used to reach the end windows. 
It seems strange that some of the ljladdermen 
could not have thought to unship one of the coils 
of rope which they carry for just this purpose, aad, 
running up the ladders, have tossed one end to the 
men, and instructed them to make it fast to some 
ot the machinery, and slide down therope. Here 
were four ways of getting out the poor people, 
not one of which was adopted. The false 
economy of cutting down the number 
of permanent men on the ‘Skinner’ truck has had 
its effect. The city ordinances allow tbe Chief 
Engineer to put 12 men on that truck, and they 
should have been there. if the quota is filled in 
the future as it should be the men can, if their ser- 
vices are not required in putting up ladders, be 
placed on the hose to assist the regular hosemen. 
Less jealousy in the department would be better 
for’its usefulness.” 

An Official investigation was began this after- 
noon by a Coroner’s jury, of which the Hon. 
Thomas A. Doyle is foreman.

AN INDEPENDENT SYSTEM OF TELEGRAPH 


TO BE ESTABLISHED. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 22.—At the banquet of 
the Cornand Flour Exchange, to-night, following 
the dedication of their new building and hall, this 
forenoon, Mr. John W. Garrett made along speech, 
in the course of which he said: 

“ A remarkable combination occurred recently 
of all the cable interests between Europe and the 
United States by which charges were greatly in- 


creased, and under which cables, although sent by 
the English and French lines, were subjected to 
the supervision of the Western Union Com- 
pany. in order to test whether any varia- 
tion could be effected from this extraor- 
dinary plan an application was made on be- 
haif of the Baltmore and Ohio Company 
to the managers of the Direct United States Cable 
Company, of which Mr. John Pender, of London, 
is President, whether the Baltimore and Ohio Com- 
pany could forward cablegrams to France’ by 
that company without going through the hands 
of the Western Union Company, as unless this 
assurance could be obtained, the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company would prefer to use the mails. The 
response to this inquiry wasthat this could only be 
done with the understanding that should these 
cablegrams contain anything affecting the West- 
ern Union Company in any way it would be the 
privilege of that company to inspect them, and 
that all cablegrams received from the other side 
are sent direct to the Western Union main office, 
aud from there distributed. 

“In order to carry out the independent system of 
telegraph for the United States not only by land, 
but by ocean, it was determined to construct a 
cabie for the transmission of messages in conneo- 
tion with the Baltimore and Ohio lana system, and 
I have the satisfaction of suying to you,gentlemen, 
so interested in the privacy and _ effec- 
tive handling of European’ cables, that 
upon the plan being opresentea leading 
capitalists in London and the United States imme- 
diately subscribe! all the money requisite for the 
prompt construction of acable between Europe 
and the United States, with all the latest improve- 
ments aud of the most reliable character, and that 
this cable will be promptly built in the best man- 
ner and at the lowest cost.” 
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A FREIGHT AGENT IN TROUBLE. 


TRANSACTIONS IN CORN THAT CAUSED THE 
ARREST OF A TRAVELING MAN 

CuicaGo, Nov. 22.—A capais suit was begun 
to-day—but suppressed in order to enable the 
Sheriff to serve his man—by David Dows & Co., 
against Charles D. Ives, a traveling freight 
agent of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids, and 
Northern Railroad Company, and son of the 
Superintendent of the road. The affidavit sets 
forth that on the 4th of August Ives made a con- 


tract with H. J. Harrison, of Burlington, Iowa, to 
sell 111,000 bushels of corn at 45 cents a bushel. 
Harrison to pay $30,000 on account before the grain 
was delivered. Two weeks after he made an 
agreement with Dows & Co. to buy 90,000 bushels 
of corn of them, paying $3,000 cash, giving his notes 
for $3,500, and ussigning his contract with Har- 
rison to secure the balance of $4,750. The 
first proceeds received were to be employed 
in paying these notes and the unsecured 
balance. Ives, it is alleged, received some 
crib receipts calling for 90,000 bushels of corn, and 
has disposed of them, but has failed to explain 
hew, or to pay off the balance due Dows & Co. He 
was questioned at the Grand Pacitie Hotel on Tues- 
day, but could not give any account of the cornu re- 
ceived, and refused to settle, claiming that he never 
intended to pay: that Dows & Co, could not eoliect 
apything of him, because his salary would be 
drawn in advance and they might whistle for their 
money. When Ives learned that » capias was out 
for his arres .he voiu:tarily came forward and 
gavea bond in the sum of $5,000 as required by 
Judge Barnum.

INFLUENCE @F EXPECTED CONGRESSIONAL 


ACTION ON THE, TARIFF—INTERVIEWS 
WITH PROMINENT STEEL AND IROM 


MEN—A FIGHT ABOUT THE TARIFF. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 22.—William Chisholm, 
President of the Cleveland Rolling Mill Company, 
in an interview to-day, said that at the present cost 
of making steel rails and at the market price ob 
tainable for the product their company did not 
care to continue the manufacture and to com¢ 
into any competition with the figures at which othef 
parties were taking orders. Said he: “The de 
mand is light and the market falling. Of course, 
railroad managers will not order even for theit 
current demands as longas they expect to pur: 
chase soon at even a lower price tham 
now.” When asked if the expectation that the 
newly elected C.ngress would not remove the 
present tariff restrictions did not have something 
to do with the present condition of affairs, he 
answered: “ Certainly it has in this way, that ad 
long as the parties requiring rails expect Congress 
to remove the duty and in that way bring prices 
down, they will not buy except as they are com- 
pelled to supply immediate needs, but if that duty 
is removed it will close up every steel mill in the 
United States.”’ 

When asked as to the general steel market, he 
said: “ We are making 250 tons of steel every day 
and putting it to various uses. Of course, the entire 


steel market will be affected by the present flurry, 
but not as much as rails. There is no telling what 
may come.”’ 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—‘*I doubt very much,” 
said Mr. O. W. Potter, President of the North Chi- 
cago Rolling Mill Company this morning, “the 
statement telegraphed last night from Pittsburg 
tbat Vanderbilt has purchased 40,000 tons of rails 
at $40 aton. I do not believe that the Eastern 
firms can manufacture and sell at that price, but it 
they can it means lower prices in the West 
than have yet been reached. Forty-six dollarsa 
ton is as low as rails have yet been sold here, and 
if they can be bought for $40 in*he East they can 
be solid here for about $42 50, py water transporta- 
tion inthe Summer-time. The year 1883 will be 
one of great depression for the mills, for the sim- 
ple reason that there are two tons to be maru- 
factured for one ton required, the demand beingsa 
much less than the supply, if the mills run 
to their ull capacity. [t is impossible 
to see how there can be any rise in prices next 
year. None of the Western milis have orders 
enough to carry them through 1883, and this Win- 
ter will prove the trying time to tbem all. Our 
mills are still running on full time, and we shall try 
very hard to keep them going. The statement 
that I am interested in having a general closing 
of the mills here, so I can move our city 
works to South Chicago, in the meantime, is wholly 
untrue. Such a change would involve a very larze 
cost, and 1s not and has not been contemplated. 
What additions are made to our plant wili, how- 
ever, naturally be made at the south, where we 
can manufacture cheaper. But, while the present 
depression continues’ no additions, of course, will. 
be made,” 

** How about the tariff?’ 

“The uncertainty in regard to the action that 
Congress may take on the tariff may also be in- 
ferred tow be one of the causes of the present de- 
pression. The tariff on steel rails is at pres- 
ent $28 a ton. The manufacturers proposed to 
the Tariff Commission that it be reduced to 
$22 50, and the commission will. it is presumed, 
make such a recommendation. But certain Cen- 
gressmen proposed a reduction to $14, and the 
railroad people, waiting for possibly lower prices, 
have not yet bought their rails for next year. 
These lower prices, you see, may mean English 
rails if Congress made such a reduction.”’ 


PittsBuRG, Nov. 22.—The iron manufac- 
turers of this city generally do not agree with the 
Eastern manufacturers, who are disposed to in- 
dulge in gloomy speculations in regard to the future 
of the iron and steel trade. A large number of the 
most prominent manufacturers were interviewed 
to-day, and none anticipated any serious break. 
The mills are all doing a fair business, and, while 
none are rushed with orders, every pound of iron 
now manufactured is being consumed. The nail 
trade is generally dull at this period. but 
pow, on tbe contrary, the nail factories 
are very busy, and plenty of orders are 
coming in. In regard to the Bessemer 
scare, a prominent manufacturer stated that there 
was a good profit in Bessemer rails at $40 per ton, 
statements to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
that the rails could be made here for $v, leaving 
$8 of a margin for profit. A. F. Keating. Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Iron Association, speaking on the same 
subject.saia: * The Bessemer men have made a large 
profit, but now, when over-produetion has come, 
they find their profits lessened, and their first ob- 
ject is to reduce the price of labor. In order to do 
this they are endeavoring to show that the entire 
bottom has dropped out of the business. Another 
point they have is to influence legislation and pre- 
vent any further reduction of the rate on steel rails.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22.—It has become 
known that between the iron ore producing inter- 
ests and Bessemer steel interests a fight is in prog- 
ress in consequence of the efforts of the steel men 
to prevent an increase of the tariff duty on ore. 
The Iron and Steel Association called a conven- 
tion at Cresson a couple ot. months ago. and a re- 
port in favor of $1 per ton as a minimum rate 
foriron ore was adopted. Subsequently, for the 
sake of entire harmony, the ore men yielded 
to a compromise placing the minimutn rate at 85 
cents, which was unanimously approved. This, 
however, the Bessemer interests are oppos.ng, hav- 
ing already demanded through S. M. Felton, of the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company, and Joseph Wharton, 
of the Bethlehem Company, a rate not highe= than 5€ 
cents a tou. During 1881 the importation of foreign 
ore for Bessemer purposes amounted to 782,887 
tons. and the American ore producers are demand- 
ing such an increase of tariff as will counteract in 
future such heavy consumption of toreign ore. 


ScRANTON, Nov. 22.—Notices of a reduction 
in wages. to take effect Dec. 1, were posted up In 
all the departments of the Lackawanna Iron and 
Coal Company’s works to day. The amount ofthe 
reduction is not specified, and the general manager 
refused to state what it would be, adding that 
each workman could ascertain the necessary infor- 
mation from the foreman of his department. The 
reduction has doubtless been caus d by the con- 
tract recently made by the company for 20,006 
tons of steel rails at the iow price of $40 per tor. 
Several of the workmen who have been seen this 
evening appear displeased at the prospect of lower 
wages, but decline to say what they will do, as 
they have net had time to take action. The eom- 
pany has about 3,000 men on its pay-rolls, and more 
than 1,000 will be affected by the reduced wages.

EXTENSIVE MAIL ROBBERIES. 

Curcaco, Nov. 22.—A number of the Chi- 
cago banks received a circular to-day from the 
First National Bank of Denver, Col., say- 
ing: ‘‘ Frequent wholesale robberies of the 
United States mail. between here and 
New-York City compel us to issue this circular. 
Commencing in December, 1881, and continuing up 
to the present time we have lost, on an average 
an entire mail each month for New-York and 
New-England. Some months they take two, as 
in October, when the thieves stole entire 
those of the 2d and 8ist. If remittances 
due from us for collection or other matters fail te 
reach you en ‘ime please advise us promptly. and 
duplicate drafta will be forwarded at once. We 
have repeatedly informed the postal authorities of 
these wholesale robberies, but they continue.” 
Correspondents of the bank here say that none of 
their remittances to Denver have beeu tampered

THURLOW WEED AT REST 


a 
DEATH COMING ABOUT 9 O'CLOCK 
’ YESTERDAY MORNING. 

4 QUIET ENDING OF LIFE, WITH NO PRE- 
VIOUS RETURN OF CONSCIOUSNESS—THE 
FAMILY AND FRIENDS AROUND THE 
BEDSIDE—ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FU- 
NERAL ON FRIDAY. 

The feeble spark of life, which clung so tena- 
ciously to the exhausted frame of Thurlow Weed 
throughout Monday night, went out at8:55 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Mr. Weed’s death was un- 
marked by any manifestation of consciousness. 
For several hours before the end came his condi- 
tion was such that his death was momentarily ex- 
pected. Two orthree times after midnight those 
who watched by his bedsife thought that he was 
dead, so imperceptible were his breathing and the 
pulsations of his heart. His face wore a calm and 
natural look, and the expression was unchanged 
after his death. All of the members of Mr. Weed’s 
family remained either in, or within call of, his 
room during the entire night, and Dr, Chadbourne 
was at the dying man’s bedside constantly. The 
room in which Mr. Weed died wasa large and com- 
fortable apartment on the second floor and facing 
Fifth-avenue. Grouped around the bed when Mr. 
Weed breathed his last were all of the members of his 
family now living. There were his three daughters, 
Mrs. Emily Weed Barnes, Mrs, Maria Weed Barnes, 
and Miss Harriet Weed; his son-in-law, Mr. William 
Barnes, of Albany; his grandson, Mr. Thurlow 
Weed Barnes, and three granddaughters, Miss 
Emily Barnes, Miss Catharine Barnes, and Miss 
Maria Alden. Mr, Thurlow Weed Barnes, with his 
wife, arrived from Rochester about an hour before 
his grandfather’s death. Besides the relatives 


there were alsoin the room Dr. Chadbourne, Mr. 
end Mrs. Frederick Seward, and Mr. Andrew W. 
Green, an intimate friend of the family. Soon 
ufter 8:30 o’clock it became evident from Mr. 
Weed’s respiration that he could live only afew 
moments longer and the groupof relatives and 
friends stood silentl and tearful during the mo- 
ments that the dying man breathed his life away. 
“He passed from ‘life so gently and quietly,” saia 
Mr. Green, *‘ that none of us knew that he was dead 
nn‘il Dr. Chadbourne announced that the heart 
hed ceased to beat.” 

There was an almost continual stream of callers 
at the house yesterday, and several of Mr. Weed's 
old friends were permitted to look upon his face. 
Many verbal messages were left for the members 
pf the family. Among the callers were ex-Gov. 
and Mrs. E. D. Morgan, Gen. J. Watson Webb and 
wife, Gen. James Bowen, ex-Alderman J. J. Mor- 
tis, Mr. and Mrs. Tabor, Mr. Irederick A. Conk- 
jing, Mr. Abram Wakeman, Mr. John K. Por- 
ter, the Hon. Edwards Pierrepont, Mayor Grace, 
Collector Robertson, Mr. Jenkins Van Schack, 
fiugh Hastings, Isaac Bell, Gen. A. S. Webb, John I. 
Kelly, Dr. J. H, Swasey, James Talcott, James 
Otis, Cc. D’W. Bridgeman, John T. Agnew, Miss 
Emily Faithful, Miss Kate Pattison, Mrs. Quack- 
enbos, Mr. Louis Lounsberry, P. Redingtor Stet- 
son, C. C. Clarke, Frederick Follett, Douglas Tay- 
lor, Mrs. Israel Hawley, Mrs. C. L. Skeels, Miss 
Skeels, Mr. Abraham Lunsing, Miss A. Lalor, Mr.

Many telegrams were received from different parts 
of the country. Mr. George Dawson, Mr. Weed’s 
old partner in the management of the Albany 
Evening Journal, sent a message‘of condolence, and 
messages were also received from the Hon. E. A. 
Leavenworth, ex-Secretary of State, and Thurlow 
Weed Whittlesey, son of the late Vice Chancellor 
Whittlesey, who was a warm friend of Mr. Weed. 

Gen. James Watson Webb, one of Mr. Weed’s | 
oldest and warmest friends, called soon after noon | 
and was conducted up stairs where the body lay. 
He seemed deeply affected, yet spoke with glad- | 
ness of the natural and restful expression he noted 
on Mr. Weed’s face. He had many words of warm 
affection for his old comrade, and tendered his 
sincerest sympathies to the surviving members of 
the family. Gen. Web»’s presence in the cozy and 
hospitable reception-room of Mr. Weed’s resi- 
dence recalled to many visitors the personal pecu- 
liarities that characterized the dead journalist’s 
mode of life. ‘*Gen. Webb, like Mr. Weed,” said 
one gentleman, ‘‘has grown to a _ hearty 
old age by taking good care of himself. For the 
last 30 years Mr. Weed’s habitsof eating, drink- 
ing, and exercising were as regular as clock-work. 
His hours for rising in the morning and retiring at 
night were invariable, and his diet was of the 
simplest character. He had his stated hours for 
reading, or hearing what was in the newspapers, 
he had his stated houts for his morning walks, his 
stated hours for business, for receiving calls, and 
for reading fiction.””? Mr. Weed was a very sociable 
man, and it was his custom to give up a good part 
of bis afternoons and evenings to receiving callers. 
No stranger who called upon him could help but 
be impressed by the old gentieman’s kindly and 
eonsiderate manner. Mr, Weed seldom lost pa- 
tience with young people. He liked to have them 
around him, and was always a sympathetic listener 
and adviser concerning their plans or desires, He 
liked to lie at ease in his reclining chair or upena 
lounge and tell of the stirring events in the past 
political histories of this State and the Nation. At 
times he would overflow with entertaining remin- 
iscences of the noted men whom he had Enown so 
sc intimately. There are doubtless hundreds 
of people, young and old, who can_ even 
now recall every in¢eident of some delightful 
evening spent in Thurlow Weed’s society. His 
was a hospitable roof, and it was seldom that his 

leasant talks were not supplemented by a cordial 
nvitation to his visitors to ‘“‘stay and have some 
little refreshment; take a dish of ice-cream with 
me.” Speaking of Thurlow Weed’s views on reli- 
gious matters, a near friend of the family called at- 
tention yesterday to the following remark made by 
Mr. Weed to a Trvzs reporter several months ago: 
“It is a relief to me to repeat the Lord's Prayer 
before going to bed, and I could not sleep without 
4t. Leannot believe, and cannot be brought to be- 
lieve that the purpose of our creation js fulfilled by 
our short existence here. To me the existence of 
another world is a necessary supplement of this, to 
adjust its inequalities and imbue it with moral sig- 
nificance.” 

The arrangements for Mr. Weed’s funeral were 
completed yesteraay, with the exception of the 
selection of gil of tha pail-bearers. Services will be 
beld in the First Presbyterian Church, at Fifth- 
nvenue and Twelfth street, at 10 o’clock to-mor- 
row morning. It is expected that the Rev. Wil- 
liam Paxton, Pastor of the church, the Rev. John 
Lord, and the Rev. Robert R. Booth will jointly 
conduct the services. To-morrow evening Mr. 
Weed’s body will be taken to Albany on the 
steamer Daniel Drew, and on Saturday the inter- 
ment will take piace inthe Rural Cemetery therein 
the lot in which Mr. Weed’s son was buried. The 
exact time of the interment had not been 
determined upon last evening. The body of the 
dead journalist was embalmed yesterday after- 
noon, and to-day it will be placed ina plain black 
tloth-covered coffin, with silver mountings. Plas- 
ter casts of Mr. Weed's head and face will be 
takea about 9 o’clock this morning for two busts, 
pne for preservation for the family and one for 
she adornment of the rooms of the Press Club, 
pf th's City, of whick Mr. Weed was an active 
member.

Inthe corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, 
avhere, prior to his physical prestration, Mr. Weed | 
was a familiar figure, groups of men were heard 
tpeaking in respectful tones of the departed vet- 
sran, The fiagson some of the public buildings 
and those on many private buildings were at half- | 
mast yesterday as a mark of respect to Mr. Weed's 
memory.

TRYING TO CHEAT THE HANGMAN. 

Feorge Pullen, who is in the Mercer County 
fail awaiting trial on a charge of having murdered 
Yames Dunn, in Washington Market-alley, Tren- 
ton, early on Sunday morning, made an almost 
successful attempt to cheat the gallows by 
taking his own life on Tuesday nigat. He was 
ronfined in celi No. 3. Eversince his arrest he has 
been depressed in mind, and more than once had 
been heard to declare that he would make away 


with himself, Fearing that he might be tempted 
to carry out the threat he has been watched more 
or less closely since he was first lodged in jail. On 
Tuesday night a maid servant who was passing 
through the jail corridor observed that the trap 
pver the cell door was closed, and that to the sta- 
ple at the bottom of the trap a white cloth 
was tightly tied. Her suspicions were 
aroused, and [rank Miller, the jail run- 
ger, was called. Thrusting his head through 
she trap he saw Pullen crouched 
flown in his cell, his head bent forward on his;chest, 
and the other end of the white cloth that had been 
geen around the staple, fastened around his neck, 
The cloth was lifted off the staple, and the body of 
the prisoner fell limp and heavily to the floor. 
When the door was opened Pullen was found to be 
anconscious. Restoratives were applied, but it 
was only after mueh labor that he was returned to 
consciousness. <A fellow prisoner was put into the 
cell with him to guard against a repetition of the 
attempt.

the Democratic Poll Clerk; that Crockett read 
from iu to the Inspectors of Election 173 votes as 
having been cast for Sprague and 120 for Bliss; 
that these figures were reversed by Crockett when 
he made his copy for filing, and the error thus 
made by him was conveyed to the return now be- 
fore the County Canvassers by the fact that Crock- 
ett read the reversed figures to the Inspector of 
Election who prepared the return.

Boston, Nov. 22.—The session of the third | 


annual meeting of the United States Loot and 
Shoe Makers’ Association was resumed at Meio- 
naon Hall at 10:30 o’clock this morning, with the 
President, John J. Zeigler, in the chair. The rights 
and patents conneeted with the McKay heeling- 
machine were discussed, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to report on the subject. Some discussion 
took place with reference to the report 
presented by the special committee regarding 
guarantees of goods sold by manufacturers, 
and especiaily with regard to the cracking of 
leather uppers after their purchase by dealers.

ENGINEER MELVILLE’S OCROSS-EX- 
AMINATION BEGUN, 

THE QUARREL BETWEEN DE LONG AND COL- 
LINS NOT DETAILED IN EVIDENCE-——-THE 
CAUSE OF MELVILLE’S TROUBLE WITH 
COLLINS EXPLAINED. 

Wasnincton, Nov. 22.—Before the Jean- 
nette Board of Inquiry, this morning, Chief En- 
gineer Melville continued his account of the burial 
of the bodies of Capt. De Long and the other mem- 
bers of his party. Witness ordered Bartlett and 

Ninderman—after the tomb had been prepared—to 

make another search of the bodies before burying 

them; to examine very closely their clothing to 
recover any writings, books or papers, In examin- 

ing the body of Mr. Collins, Ninderman found a 

large crucifix upon his breast, and, holding it up, 

asked if it should be taken off for his tamily. 

After some consultation witness, believing it might 

be a part of his religion, decided that it should be 

buried with him, and to the best of his belief ana 
knowledge it was done. The bodies were then 
taken to the tomb and placed ina row, Capt. De 

Long first, next to him Dr. Ambler, then Mr, Collins, 

and last Ah Sam, whose body was placed furthest 

to the north, the bodies being placed in the same 
order as the names were cut u; on the cross, which 
had been prepared to be erected lover the tomb, 

Witness then described the burial and the erection 

of apyramid of stones over the tomb. This oc- 

curred on the 7th of April. Witness then withdrew 
all his foree to Kaskarta, which was the best point 
from which to start a search party for Lieut. 

Chipp’s company. Witness started Ninderman 

and Bartlett with dog teams to follow up the river 

to Barkin. with orders to part company at that 
point—Bartleit to follow the coast southwarg and 
explore the rivers and headlands. Ninderman’s 
instructions were to go to the northward, to tollow 
along the north coast of the delta, examine all the 
headlands and gO up the mouth of the river as far 
as he dared, or until he reached Osoktok, and if his 
provisions held out, he should push on to the 

River Ketacak and then push on down to Kas- 

karta and await the arrival of witness. A day or 

two afterward witness started, going to the village 

of Boikai, end thence to the westward to the vil- 

lage of Turak, thence south and west to the coast, 

to the village of Jalok, where inquiries were made. 

The people there had not heard of the presence on 

the deita of any of the Jeannette’s crew. From 

this point witness followed the coast promonto- 
ries to the village of Shanka, then crossed the 
peninsula and followed downto the mouth of the 
river, along which villages were found every 10 or 
15 versis with from 10 to 20 people in each. A 
famine existed among them, and many were dying 
rom eating the fish intestines. Witness then 
followed to the eastward until he had 
doubled on his track at Long Island, thence 
north and east to the River Ketaeak, 
thence down to Katai, and from there to Brikai 
where he met Ninderman, who had seen no sigur 
of Chipn’s party, but had found the first cutter 
where De Long had left her. Witness then with- 


| drew his entire force to Jamavaloch, having con- 


cluded his search for Chipp’s party on the coast. 
Witness here heard that Lieut. Harber was about 
to charter the steamer Lena to pursue the search. 
Knowing it would be impossible for a steamer of 


so heavy draught of water as the Lena to approach | 


the coast, witness determined to push on to 
Jakutsk and ‘confer with Lieut. Harber. Parting 
with Bartlett and Ninderman, witness reached 
Oseance the latter part of April, and on the 6th of 
May arrived at Burkurantz; met Lieut. Berry onthe 
24th of May in the mountains between Burkurantz 
and Jakutsk. Aftera conference it was decided 
that it would not be advisable to enter the 
delta again at that season of the year. 
Wituess bad done all that could be done, for the 
reason that in the Summer season the floods com- 
pel every one to leave the delta, which is flooded 
and completely swept over by the melting snow 
andice. Witness pushed on to Iakutsk, arriving 
there early in June, and left on a small steamer on 
the 11th of June to meet Lieut. Harber, who was 
reported to be at Brittim, i,000 versts up the river. 
During the night of the 15th, however, Lieut. Harier 
and his party passed witness in another steamer. Wit- 
ness sent Lieut. Harber a letter, with all the infor- 
mation that could be of use to him, and as Lieut. 
Berry had detailed Ensis Hunt to accompany 
Lieut. Harber, witness Cerail tartiett, who had 
volunteered to go with him. Witness then pro- 
ceeded to Irkutsk and telegraphed to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for permission to return to the 
United States, which was granted, and witness re- 
turned home. He arrived in New-York Sept. 13, 
and reported to the Navy Department Sept. 25. 
Witness was then questioned by the Judge-Advo- 
cate, and in reply identified the various records, 
papers, books, &c., which were recovered during 
the two search expeditions in the Lena deita. Wit- 
ness stated that the first effort made py himself or 
party for the relief of the other members of the 
Jeannette crew was on Oct.

The President of the court asked if any such 
order had been produced or offered in evidence, 
and the Judge-Advocate replied in the negative. 

@.—Have you given up all the letters which you 
found on J. J. Collins? A.—Everything save the 
crucifix was delivered into the hands of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. While on my wav up the Lena 
River Mr. Jackson, a New-York Jerald correspond- 
ent, showed mo atelegram from the Secretary of 
the Navy giving him authority toinspect the papers 
of J. J. Collins and the records of Capt. De Long. 
i allowed him to do so, but, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief, everything was given back 
to me by Mr. Jackson and turned over to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

Q.--When one of your men asked you what 
ehould be done with the crucifix found upon the 
body of Mr. Collins, what did you say? A.—I told 
him in all probability his friends would like to 
have it, but as it was probably a part of bis religion 
it had better be buried with him, and such was its 
final disposition. It should be remembered that I 
was not present when the bodies were searched by 
Bartlett and Ninderman, 

The court then, at 2 P. M., adjourned. 

The questions prepared by Dr. Collins were all 
read to Mr. Meiville to-day, and only one was ob- 
jected to by the Judge-Advocate—the objection 
being sustained by the court. Dr. Collins has 
returned home without having attended any of the 
sessions of the board, and it is now said that he 
will offer no new evidence in support of his 
charges, other than that which may be elicited in 
reply to the interrogatories which he has submit- 
ted. Late this afternoon Mr. Melville, accompa- 
nied by Seaman Ninderman, called upon Secretary 
Chandler and had quite an extended interview. 
Mr. Melville speaks in terms of warm commenda- 
tion of the fidelity, skill, and intelligence displayed 
by Ninderman, and is very anxious to secure from 
the department some substantial recognition of his 
services.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET 


HOW THE PRICE FLUCTUATED FOR 
TWENTY YEARS. 

THE VARIOUS PHASES OF THE MARKET 
SINCE 1859—THE CAUSES WHICH LED TO 
THE RISE AND FALL OF PRICES—THE 
OUTLOOK FOR THE FUTURE. 

O11 Crry, Penn., Nov. 19.—Although petro- 
leum as an article of commerce first came into notice 
in 1859 by the success of Col, Drake in demonstrat- 
ing its existence beneath the surface of the earth by 
drilling his well on Watson's Flats, near Titusville, in 
that year, it cannot be said that actual trade in the 
article commenced before the latter part of 1860. 
Asa speculative commodity nothing to eaual it has 


ever existed in this country, and now that itis ina 


fair way to once more take its place with 
other great articles of commerce and. be 
dealt in at figures Approaching somewhere 
near its value, nothing can be more 
interesting than a glance at the flunctuations in 
price to which it has been subjected since'the year 
that it first attracted attention, Nothing like it 
was ever known in the history of speculation. 
The first petroleum sent to market from Col 
Drake's well, in 1859, brought $20 a barrel. It was 
purchased by a chemist in Pittsburg for experi- 
mental purposes. The value of the oil was appar- 
necessary for the public to be convinced of that 
fact. before a market could be made for the oil, the 
efforts of the speculators who began opera- 
tions along Oil Creek after Drake’s’ suc- 
cess did not result in the 
they anticipated, although the natives of that then 
primitive region were making more money than 
they had ever dreamed of. The wells at that era 
of oil production pumped an average of 10 barrels 
a day, and as the supply of oil grew larger the price 
naturally began to depreciate, until, at the end of 
1860—during which year about 200,000 barrels of 
petroleum had been taken from the wells along the 
creek—values had fallen from $20 to $3 50 a barrel, 
although the average price for the year had been 
$9 60 a barrel. In January, 186i, the price had 
fallen to $1; in April to 50 cents. To the same 
cause that depressed the market from 1877 to 1882 
was assignable this great decline in values—a sur- 
plus of production. Operators were greedy, and 
refused to hold their work in check until a market 
was wade for their product.

WESTGATZ iN JAMAICA.

THE EVIDENCE CLOSED IN THE 
OASE OF JESSIE MAILLARD. 

¥UCH PUBLIC INTEREST EVINCED IN THE 
TRIAL — THE STRANGE TESTIMONY 
BROUGHT OUT—THE CONDUCT OF THE 
DETECTIVES—CASE TO CLOSE TO-DAY. 


The trial of Jessie Maillard was continued 
Hefore Judge Cowing, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, yesterday. The court-room waszcrowded to 
its utmost capacity, and so strong was the publie 
Interest in the case that hundreds of applicants 
tor admission to the court had to be turned away 
for want of room. After the opening of court, 
Police Justice Solon B. Smith, before whom Jessie 
Maillard first brought complaint against Joseph I. 
Levi for the support of her child, was called by the 
flefense out of the usual course. The witness 
stated, in answer to Co}, Spencer, counsel for the 
flefendent, that he had no recollection of Levi 


having told him that the child was dead, or that 
his brother had told him it was dead. Col. Spen- 


ter attempted to show by the witmess that 
the defendant had asked him to per- 
mit her to withdraw the complaint, but the ques- 


‘ion was excluded. In answer to another ques- 
tion the Justice said he had made the statement 
bu that oecasion that the complaint could not be 
withdrawn, but must be sent before the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction. He could 
hot tell to which of the parties he made the state- 
ment, but was of opinion that Levi and the defend- 
ant were present. Col. Spencer subsequently proved 
by the court records, the signatures to which were 
identified oy Justice Smith, that the case had been 
Bettled by the Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
rection, and the complaint against Levi finally dis- 
missea by Justice ite. The object of the de- 
fense was to show that the complaint on which the 
indictment for perjury was based having been dis- 
missed the indidtment must fall to the ground. 

Assistant District Attorney Fellows continued 
the introduction of ren ay J in rebuttal by calling 
Mrs. Harriet Newland, wife of the janitor of No. 1,380 
Third-avenue, in which house Jessie Maillard lived. 
She testified that she knew Jessie to have gone by 
the name of “J. E. Winters,” and to have received 
letters under that name. ankie A. Johnson, of 
No. 475 West Fifty-seventh-street, identified the 
handwriting of two letters signed ‘J. E. Winters” 
as that of Jessie Maillard’s. After a war of words 
between counsel on both sides, the prosecution se- 
oured the introduction of two of thé letters signed 
“J. E. Winters.” The letters showed, as claimed 
by the prosecution, that the writer was negotiatin 
for the 5" eucamaa of a baby to take the place of 
her own boy. 

Kitty Shields and her mother, Mary T. Shields, 
who live at No. 152 East ‘Thirty-second-street, 
testified that Jesse Maillard had lived with them 
for 10 days before her arrest, and had asked the 
former to go to the Police Court in the event of 
her arrest and swear that she (Kitty) was 
present at the birth of the child produced in 
court; that she hed charge of it, and that it was 
the same to which Jessie had given birth. For this 
service Jessie, she said, had promised to give her 
$5, but witness declined to do as she had been 
asked. In cross-examination Kitty said that her 
mother had been in the liquor business until a few 
weeks ago, and was now a clairvoyant. Mrs. 
Shields admitted that Private Detective Fuller, 
who was in the employ of Mr. Levi, had visited her 
house several times and had talked about the case 

fore herself and her daughter. ‘ My business 
name,” said the witness in answer to Col. Spencer, 
“is Montague.” 

Assistant District Attorney Fellows next called 
his associate, Assistant District Attorney Brady, to 
the witness stand, in order that the latter might 
make an explanation. Col. Spencer protested 
against the proceeding as unusual, put Judge 
Cowing ruled that Mr, Brady might make his ex- 
planation. 

Mr. Brady.’’ asked Col. Fellows, “did you and 
Detective Fuller, as testified to by one of the wit- 
messes for the defense, in an ante-room of the 
court, kiss Miss Sheehan, who states that she is the 
mother of tne child claimed by Jessie Maillard as 
hers 4 The question created a roar of laughter in 
court. 

Mr. Brady. who ts a military man of fine appear- 
ge drew himself up and promptly replied, **I did 
hot, Sir.” 

The next witness called was Henry S. Loewen- 
thal, a partner in the firm of which Joseph I. Levi 
isa member. He corroborated the latter as to his 
first meeting with the defendant having taken 
place in Mr. Levi’s store, when she went there in 


search of a man named S. Levi, who, she said, had 
wronged her. 


Mrs. Mary McKenna, of No. 305 East Fifty-ninth- 
street, testified that she knew the alleged Levi 
child and bad had charge of it. The witness pro- 
duced a photograph of a child. In answer to coun- 
gel forthe defense she said she had received the 
child from Kitty Coleman. {This answer created 
some surprise, inasmuch as Jessie Maillard had 
sworn that she had given the child of which Levi 
‘was the father to ey Coleman and had taken 
the latter’s dying child instead.|] Mrs. MoKenna 
nwas confronted with Aggie Sheehan, a young girl 
of attractive appearance, who, it is claimed by the 
pee. isthe mother of the child in Jessie 

aillard’s possession. The witness said she was 
positive that Aggie was the woman who had given 
her the child to which she had alluded, and that 
she had given her name as Kitty Coleman. Mrs. 
McKenna said that she identified the child by a black 
birthmark behind the leftear. She admitted she 
had been talking to Detective Fuller the previous 
day, and that the young girl Aggie, who claimed to 
ibe the child’s mother, bad called her attention to 
the alleged birthmark in an adjoining ante-room. 
She denied that the birthmark to which she re- 
ferred was a bruise received recently. 

At the request of Col. Spencer, the child in the 


defendant’s possession, who has played so conspicn- . 


ous tt in the trial, was again brought up and 
pas from one to the other of the jurors, who ex- 
umined the little fellow’s head critically in order to 
gatisfy themselves whether the mark sworn to was 
a birthmark ora bruise. The child preserved the 
utmost good humor while undergoing the scrutiny, 
and when handed back to his nurse was crowing 
merrily. Mrs. McKenna, in continuation, -denied 
pn cross-examination that she had been promised 
money, or that her son would be released from 
prison in return for her testimony. 

Police Captain Eakins testified that he found Jes- 
Bie Maillard creating a disturbance at the establish- 
ment of the Levi Brothers in August, 1881, and took 
her tothe Leonard-street station-house. She was 
nbout to become a mother. Inhis private room he 
ndvised her, if she had been betrayed by Mr. Levi, 
to bring a suit against him. She replied that she 
could not do so, inasmuch as she gould not swear 
that Levi was the only man with whom she had 
been intimate or that he was the father of her 
child. To Col. Spencer Capt. Eakins admitted that 
his conversation with the defendant had taken 
a while sbe was_ his prisoner and without her 

aving been informed of her legal rights. 

Aggie Sheehan, of No. 969 Sixth-avenue, was 
next called. She testified that she was the mother 
of the child in Jessie Maillard’s possession. It was 
born at Tenth-avenue and Sixty-first-street on May 
77, 1831, and was given by her to Jessie in response 
to an advertisement for a dark-complexioned 
child, which appeared on July 21 following. The 
child now in court was the same she had given to 
the defendant, who sald she wanted to adopt it. 

In cross-examination the witness said she was 
a housekeeper, but was out of employ- 
ment. Friends, she said, contributed to her sup- 
port. She had been employed in a furnished 

oom in East Seventeenth-street, and had 
ived for two months recently in a disreputable 
house on Thirty-second-street. The father of her 
child, she said, was J. B. Elwood, a commission 
dealer in hides and leather. “I was known as 
Mrs. Elwood,” the girl continued; ‘‘I was formerly 
yfteng - at a house om West Ninth-street, where 
met him. We lived together from Sepesmases. 
1880, until April, 1881, when he left me and went to 
‘Texas without making any provision for my child 
or myseif. Mrs. Elwood obtained a divorce from 
him recently, and I was a witness in the case.” 
Witness said she was confident the alleged Levi 
child was hers, having identified it by the birth-: 
mark. She admitted having been in the custody 
of Private Detective Fuller since Monday. On 
Monday night she went to dinner and the theatre 
and drank wine with Fuller, and spent the night 
‘with him in his offiee on Broadway. Another 
night she spent in the company of one of his detec- 
‘iieeistaut District attorney Fell 
ssistan stric rney ows, the prose- 
cuting officer, here took the witness stand, and un- 
der protest from Col. Spencer explained that De- 
tective Fuller had taken the young girl Aggie 
Sheehan in charge by his direction. Here the pros- 
ecution rested its case. 

Dr. William F. Turner was called by the defense. 
The child in Jessie Maillard’s possession was again 
brought forward, and the Doctor, after examining 
its head, testified that the alleged birthmark was, 
in his opinion, not a birthmark but a bruise re- 
cently received. 

The next senzation was when the defense called 
Dr. M. A. McGovern, District Attorney McKeon’s 
physician. The Doctor said that he had examined 
the child’s head at the request of Assistant District 
Attorney Fellows, and his opinion, after a micro- 
= examination, was that the mark on the 

ead was not a birthmark, but a bruise. The de- 
fense closed their case by calling Mrs. and Miss 
Shortell, who have charge of the child. 
They testified that the bruise on the 
little fellow’s head, as well as another 
on bis lip, had been received by a fall from a rock- 
ing-chair. The child was once more passed round 
among the jorors, who examined the alleged birth- 
mark carefully. Judge Cowing having denied the 
motion of Mr. Adolph L. Sanger, of counsel for 
the defense, that his Honor direct the jury to 
acauit, the case was declared closed on sides, 
and the court adjourned until 10 o’clook this morn- 
\ng, when counsel will commence to sum up.

ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST A REDUCTION 
AT THIRTY-FOURTH-8STREET. 
The Sinking Fund Commissioners yesterday 
heard arguments for and against the proposed 
insertion of a clause reducing the. fares in the next 


lease of the ferry from East Thirty-fourth-street to 
Hunter’s Point. S. L. M. Barlow, representing the 


East River Ferry Company, declared that the 


theory that the company was making large profits 
with diminished expenses was a wild one. An 
expert appointed by Controller Campbell had gone 
over the company’s books, and had found that, in 
cluding the Seventh-street and James-slip ferries,the 


net profit of the company in 1880 was only about 
$20,000. In the expert’s calculations he had left 


out an item of $70,000 expended for new property 
by the company in that year. If the citizens 
of Long Island City would be satisfied with only 
the ferry to Thirty-fourth-street, the company 
would glad to give up the two other 
ferries, if anybody would take them at a 
valuation. But if the three ferries were 
to be run, the losses on the two ferries 
must be made up out of the profits of the one 
ferry. Mr. Barlow declared that rot a dollar of 
the $275,000 stock was “ water,’ but that it had 
been paid for dollar for dollar. The bonds of the 
company amounted to $350,000, and its floating 
debt was from $40,000 to $50,000. ‘To this capital 
of $700,000, he contended, should be added 12 
— of dividends (no dividends having been pa 

orl ears) and 2244 years of salaries, (the offi- 
cers of the company having served that long with- 
out salaries.)’ The company had four iron and five 
wooden boats. Some of the latter would have to 
be replaced in a short time, and there was no sink- 
ing fund to meet the cost. As to real estate,the 
company owned about 60 City lots, which were un- 
occupied, and these were mortgaged to their full 
value. Morgan J. O’Brien, algo eounsel for tho 
ferry company, said that if the proposed reduction 
of rates was made it would absolutely ruin the 
East River Ferry Company. 

Senator Covert, representing the citizens, said 
he could not see why one paying ferry should be 
compelled to carry two non-paying ferries. The 
idea that the ferry officers were spending their 
time and energy in running the company merely 
for amusement and fun was nonsense. They were 
running it to make money. The Senator urged the 
Commissioners to make the reduction asked for 
4 the people. Alderman Gleason, of Long Island 
City, said that when the ferry was established Long 
Island railroads carried 1,000,000 passengers. Now 
there was an increase of over 7,000,000 passengers, 
most of whom crossed the river on the East River 
Ferry Company’s boats. The Alderman declared 
that he was authorized to offer the company 
$1,000,000 tor its property and franchise, and 
would pay it in 80 days, paying $100,000 in five 
days to bind the bargain. Mr. Barlow replied that 
the company would accept that offer. x-Assem- 
blyman John Keegan declared that the bill to re- 
duce the ferriage on the Thirty-fourth-Street Ferry 
had been killed in the State Senate by lawyers paid 
by the Long Isiand City Aldermen, who were dema- 
gogues. President Higgs, of the Long Island City 
Board of Education, said he had been told in con- 
fidence OF a ferry gate-keeper that the funerals 
crossing the ferry paid all the company’s expenses. 
The Sinking Fund Commissioners adjourned with- 
out taking final action onthe matter.

BEGINNING THE INVESTIGATION BY THE FI- 


NANCE COMMITTEE OF THE STATE SENATE. 

The State Senate Finance Committee, which 
was authorized by the last Legislature to investi- 
gate the affairs of the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion duringithe recess, met yesierday afternoon at 
the Stevens House, in this City. There were pres- 
ent Senators Jacobs, McCarthy, Jones, Lynde, and 
Lansing. Henry J. Jackson, Secretary of the Emi- 
gration Commission, was examined briefly with 


regard to the present condition of the commis- 
sion financially and the sources of its revenue. 


He said that the commission was now acting 


under a United States law passed at the last session 
of Congress to carry out the provisions of the 
State law. Under this ect the Collector of the 
port collected 50 cents head money on all immi- 
grants arriving at this port, which was paid over 
tothe United States Treasury. The Commissioners 


of Emigration sent their bills to the Treasury De- 

artment, and drew on it for the amount collected, 

Jnder the law ofCongress no more head money could 
be expended at anv port than was collected at that 
gore. The amount collected at the port of New- 

ork last month was about $15,000; next month it 
might not exceed $5,000. There had been a failing 
off of immigration at this port since July from the 
number arriving in 1881, but Mr. Jackson thought 
the average for the whole year would be about the 
same this year as last. In addition tothe receipts 
from head money the commission had also ex- 
pended a portion of the sum appropriated by the 
Legislature last Winter, which amounted to $200,- 
000, of which $50,000 was to be expended in re- 
pairs. Mr. Jackson did not think there would bea 
call for another appropriation from the next 
Legislature, but that last year’s appropria- 
tion would be sufficient, with the head money, 
to carry the commission through the year 1883. 
No other witnesses were examined. Snbpcenas 
were directed to be issued to the Commissioners of 
Emigration, the Presidents of the Irish and Ger- 
man savings banks, and others. The question of 
appointing a sub-committee to conduct the investi- 
gation was discussed, and it was finally agreed 
that all the members of the committee should be 
given notice of each meeting, but that the pres- 
ence of three members should be sufficient to take 
jon ge The next meeting of the committee 
willsbe held at the same piace on Wednesday of 
next week, at1P. M.

AN INDICTMENT QUASHED. 

About a month ago Adolph Gruetzmer, for 
a short time a resident of Larchmont, Westchester 
County, was arrested on the strength of affidavits 
made by his wife, Elizabeth, and a young man 
named Frederick Gruenswald in which he was 
charged with being a professional burglar and thief. 
His wife and the young man had made the affida- 
vits because Gruetzmer had them arrested while 
eloping and taking with them some of what he 
claimed to be his household furniture, but which 
Was subsequently proved to be the personal 
property of his wife, They swore that 
he was the person who had committed 
most, if not all, of the burglaries on the 
east side of the county for two years past. 
Gruetzmer was committed to the White Plains Jail 
by Justice Sheppard, of Mount Vernon, to await 
the action of the Grand Jury, and the wife and her 
youre lover were detained as witnesses against 

im. When the officers searched Gruetzmer’sjhouse 
they found a large collection of miscellaneous arti- 
cles that had been stolen from residents near 
his home. The prisoner was arraigned in the West- 
chester County Court of Sessions at White Plains 
ageing 4 to plead to an indictment found against 

im by the Grand Jury charging him with the 
crime of tit larceny. His counsel, Lawyer 
Charlies E. Kene, of New-Rochelle, objected to the 
a omen of the court to try the prisoner on the 

dictment found against him on the ground that 
section 89 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, as 
amended in 1882, provides that in respect to the 
crime of petit larceny the Courts of Special Ses- 
sions have exclusive jurisdiction, and that the 
Court of Sessions has jurisdiction only on appeal 
from the Court of Special Sessions. The point 
was found to be well taken, and the indictment 
was quashed by the Judges and the prisoner dis- 
charged. He did not enjoy his liberty for many 
minutes, for be was almost immediately rear- 
rested by Constable Woods, of Mount Vernon, ona 
warrant issued by Justice Sheppard, and he will 
be triea before him for his larcenies.

ARREST OF A BOGUS COLLECTOR FOR THE 


NEW-YOREK ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

William Henry Schneider, a German of re- 
spectable appearance, who says he is 52 years of 
age and lives on Staten Island, was brought before 
Justice Ford, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
yesterday, on the charge of collecting subscriptions 
ostensibly for the benefit of the New-York Orphan 
Asylum and appropriating the money to his own 
use. Schneider has done an extensive business in 


this line, his prinoipal victims being German brew- 
ers and business men. His arrest was effected 


through the instrumentality of Mr. F. A. O. Sohwarz, 
of No. 42 East Fourteenth-street. On several oc- 
casions during the past three years Schneider 
called on Mr. Schwarz with his eollection-book, and 


each time received a subscription of $10. After 


giving him a subscription last year Mr. Schwarz 
ecame suspicious and wrote to Mr. George E. 
Dunlap, the Superintendent of the asylum, and re- 
ceived a reply stating that Schneider was an im- 
postor. Yesterday Schneider called on Mr. 
Schwarz for a subscription and was given into 
custody. Two collection-pooks were found upon 
him. One was an old, dilapidated affair, showing 
long usage, and the pages were filled with the 
names of his victims, who were credited with 
amounts ranging from $5 to $30. The other book 
Was new and contained what purported to be an 
authorization, written in German, signed by Mrs. 
Jonathan Odell as President and G. Dunlap as 
Superintendent. 

Mr. Dunlap was summoned to the station-house, 
and on ;being shown the book said that the printed 
eng 9 was different from that which appears 
upon the society’s regular subscription-books. and 
the purported authorization and the signatures of 
Mrs. Odell and himself were forgeries. Schneider 
made no attempt to deny his guilt. He said that he 
had been engaged in the business for three years, 
during which time he collected probably $3,000. 
While going to the station-house he broke away 
from the officer at Twelfth-street and Fifth-avenue 
and ran down the avenue at the top of his speed, 
but was pursued and captured. The latest sub- 
scription on his book was that of Herter brothers, 
of No. 20 East Eighteenth-street. It was found that 
Schneider had called at the store yesterday and 
received $10. Mr. Horace B. De Caster, the cashier 
of the firm, came to court and made a eomplaint 
against the prisoner. Mr. Schwarz and Superin- 
tendent Duniap also appeared, and their affidavits 
were taken. Schneider pleaded guilty and Justice 
Ford committed him for trial in default of 
bail. It 1s expected that several other complaints 
will be made against him, as the society has been 
— annoyed by the operations of fraudulent col- 
ectors.

LIVELY TIMES BEFORE THE WATER BOARD— 


ALDERMAN GLEASON’S CHARGES. 


The examination of the accounts of Com- 
missioner of Public Works Russell Wight, of Long 
island City, commenced before the Water Com- 
missioners of that city yesterday. The meeting 
was a Very exciting one. Commissioner Gleason 
preferred two distinct charges against Commis- 
sioner Wight; one that he had ‘permitted the in- 
terests of the Water Department of Long Island 
City to suffer by his neglect te supply it with coal,’’ 
and another, that he had ‘‘collected and dis- 
bursed moneys in violation of the law under which 
the department was organized.’’ He endeavored 
to have the committee postpone consideration of 
the charges until he had time to have Commis- 
sioner |Wight’s books examined by an expert ac- 
countant and could procure a lawyer to assist him 
in the examination of the Commissioner, but the 


committee decided to go on, and Gleason’s motion 
was defeated. Commissioner Gleason askea for 
time in whieh to properly prepare his charges 
and present them in a written form to the com- 
mittee, but this was also refused. Commissioner 
Wight read a statement in which he showed 
that he had received on account of special water 
rates from April 10, 1882, up to and including Nov. 
8, 1882, $15,437 10, and that he had a balance on 
hand, after all disbursements, amounting to $40 11. 
It was decided to appoint Mr. George H. Payntar, a 
clerk in the office of the water board, an expert to 
examine the books of the department and ascer- 
tain if they correspond with the statements con- 
tained in Commissioner Wight’s report to the com- 
mittee. Mr. Payntar was instructed to report at 
the next meeting of the committee, on the 29th 
inst. An exciting scene took place during 
the proceedings between Commissioners Hallett 
and Gleason. Mr. Hallett took exeeption to 
remarks made by Commissioner Gleason, and 
called him ‘*a big loafer.’’ The latter retorted 
that Commissioner Hallett had protected and 
shielded the corruption that had been going on in 
the board and was no gentleman. After the meet- 
ing adjourned Commissioner Gleason said that if 
he ever called him a loafer again he would not 
respect his size, rt weighs about 180 pounds 
and Gleason 250,} but would pull his nose. Hallett 
immediately repeated his previous expression and 
again declared that Gleason wasaloafer. Friends 
interfered at this juncture and prevented a per- 
sonal collision between the two men.

SALE OF A LARGE CRYSTAL BALL. 
Among the Oriental and European art spec- 
imens and bric-&-brac belonging to the colieetion 
of Mrs. Thomas Slocomb, which were sold at auc- 
tion, yesterday, by Thomas E. Kirby & Co., at Nos. 
845 and &47 Broadway, wasarare and remarkably 
pure crystal ball. Crystal balls are very scarce, 
and there are few in this country. The one sold 
yesterday formerly belonged to the Raymond col- 
lection, which was sold at auction in 1879, Mr. Ray- 
mond having purchased it in Japan in the same 
year. It was found there in a rough state and was 
cut and polished by Japanese workmen. It is 5 
inches in diameter and perfectly clear, without 
flaw. Its stand is of finely wrought silver of bam- 
boo design. It is said to be the finest specimen 
ever sold at auction in this country. Mrs. Slocomb 
bought it in 1879 for $800; vesterday, after spirited 
bidding, it was knocked down to a wealthy Fifth- 
avenue resident, who did not wish his name to be 
made known, for $1,260.

THE KILLING OF CHARLES O'NEILL. 
The case of the killing of Charles O'Neill by 
Emilio Nieto, the Mexican boy‘ at South Beach, 
Staten Island, on the 10th inst., came up again yes- 
terday before Justice Vaughan, at Clifton. Dr. 
John L. Feeny, who made the post-mortem exami- 
nation of O’Neill’s body, testified that he found 
that the bullet had passed to the spinal column 
and entered one of the vertebra, which was;broken. 
There the bullet was found. The surface of the 
wound had been blackened with powder from the 
median line of the chin back to the angle of the 
jaw, and it was his opinion that the —— could 
not have been more than two feet from O’Neill 
when it was discharged, and it must have been ele- 
vated above him. From the position in which 
O’Neill was found witness inferred that he 
had turned -after he was shot and then 
turned again. Dr. Ernest Hegerwiteh testified that 
O’Neill had said before his death that he believed 
the shooting was aecidental. The court remanded 


the prisoner until this morning, when it will render 
a decision. 


TWO HUMAN SKULLS DUG UP. 

Workmen engaged in tearing down the Old 
Dutch Church in Nassau-street, yesterday,{found 
two human skulls and a number of bones in the 
vaults on the south side of thechurch. The re- 
mains were uninclosed in any coffins, but near 
them were a number of moidy boards in a very 
advanced state of decomposition, which looked as 
though they at one time formed parts of coffins. 
From the shape of one board. it was evident that 
it had been the lid of acoffin. From the size of 
the skulls and bones it was assumed that they had 
belonged to men. The remains were placed ina 
rough pine box, and they will be taken charge of 
by the church committee to-day. The work of 
razing the building is progressing with rapidity, 
and it is likely that the north-west cornerstone, 
beneath which it is believed the corner-stone box 
is buried, will be dug up to-morrow.

Some very interesting and important ex- 


| periments with diamonds have lately been mado 


at the Paris Academy of Sciences. An experienced 


| diamond merchant bought, not long ago, a fine 


white diamond for $4,600. One morning he gave it 
a good washing with soap and water, when what 
was his consternation to find that it had turned 
yellow, which sent its value down to $800. The 
matter was brought to the attention of the Acade- 
my, and experts submitted a report, which showed 
that diamond whitening is a fraud easy to accom- 
plish and as easy to detect. 
diamond into an aniline violet dye it becomes 


white, while at the same time it loses neither its | 


transparency nor brilliapcy. In fact. on making the 
experiment, the experts had in a few minutes 
transformed several yellow stones into what 
appeared magnificent white stones of five- 
Take a yellow diamond, dip 
into no stronger dye than yio- 
wash it with water to re- 
move any discoloration, and the effect is immedi- 
ate. The dried diamond remains white. But, on 
the other hand, the illusion is of short duration. 
Rub the stone even lightly and the yellow tint is 
seen coming back again, and a little further attri- 
tion with the finger restores the pristine hue com- 
pletely. This discovery may entail upon many per- 
sons a rude awakening to the fact that the stones 
they have are of far less value than they supposed, 
and will necessitate even greater care than that 
hitherto exercised in purchasing. DoveLas JERROLD 
once raised the question whether any possession 
really repaid its possessor which entailed anxiety 
of mind, and diamonds, in one way or another, 
entail so much that there are many to whom the 
great value set upon them becomes almost incom- 
prehensible.

The relative merits of Nassau and the Island 
of Madeira as Winter resorts for consumptive 
invalids ought, it would seem, to naye been set- 
tled long ago by medical testimony of a kind not 
| to be disputed, end yet, in a recent letter from the 
| health resort nestled in the Bahamas, one of ouz 
| New-York practitioners who has had experienc 
| with both hesitates about declaring any preferencd 
| so far as concerns the Winter months. Madeira, as 
| invalids and readers of the literature of invalidism 
| are alike aware, has until very recently been re 
| garded as one of the healthiest spots on the sur 
| face of the globe—a natural sanitarium established 
; for the benefit of the sick of the Old World. Why 
Florida, Cuba, St. Thomas, or St. Croix should not, 
in view of their sub-tropical climate, scenery, and 
products, occupy a similar position in relation 
to the western continent is a question not 
easily answered at first glance, but one that 
it requires only a few meteorological notes to elucl- 
datein full. In the first place, our coast and its 
islands are subjeet to northers, that are very trying 
to the pulmonary organs of invalids, and extend as 
far south as Cuba, where they are usually ex- 
perienced during the month of February. These 
storms are fully as distressing to invalids seeking a 
balmy and equable atmosphere as are the frosts of 
Florida, which, though of brief duration, come on 
very suddenly, aad usually prove very dangerous 
to those unprepared for them. After citing and dis- 
cussing all these points, one after another, and dis. 
missing their claims as sanitary resorts, the medica] 
essayist refers to Nassau (more properly the Island 
of New-Providence) as the only possible rival tc 
Madeira. Although not subject to northers, St. 
| Thomas and St. Croix are comparatively inacess!- 

ble, besides not being free from yellow tover more 

than three months in the year—December, Janu- 
| ary, and February—in common with its fellows, 
during the Summer solstice, and even for a few 
| weeks longer than that, Nassau is one of the mosi 
undesirable places of residence on the face of the 
earth. From Junei to Noy. 1 there fs no com 
parison between Madeira and the Bahama 
Islands, which latter, according to Surgeon- 
General Bagot, of the British Army, no imyalid 
should ever visit during the hot season; noi 
because the heat is so intense, for the averago oi 
temperature from Jurme 15 to Oct. 15 is only 80* 
Fahrenheit, but because of the general unwhole- 
someness of the climate and the exposure of the 
| island to fever-laden breezes. ‘The influence oj 
| the latter ceases to be felt as November draws on, 
| and from the opening of that month until the ensu: 
| ing June, aceording to our medical tourist, the Ba- 
hama Islands are the Eden of consumptive patients 
—far superior to the Island of Madeira in sanitar9 
value, particularly as respects diseases of the lungs. 
The mean height of the barometer is exactly 30°, 
andthe mean humidity 73.8. The mean tempera 
ture of the Winter months is 71° Fahrezheit. Old 
Pztsr Bruce, one hundred and forty years ago, 
speaking in his memoirs of his recent visit to the 
Bahamas, described them as possessing the most 
serene and the most temperate air in America, and 
our physician has merely discevered an old fact 
when he compares Nassau with Madeira as a sant 
tarium for consumptives.

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THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON, 

A performance of Verdi’s ‘* Aida” was given 
last night at the Academy of Music which differed 
in some respects from previous representations of 
the same opera in the evident fact that it lacked 
vigor. It was a dispiriting announcement that 
greeted the ingenuous attendant, emanating from 
the expert Dr. Lincoln, that Signor Galassi was 
paffering from laryngitis, and could not appear 
In the réle of Amonasro, end that Signor Cara- 
vatti would assume the part. ‘“ Aida” with- 
out an Amonasro of positive ability is not 
worthy of special mention. Signor Caravatti did 
some tolerably good work, but the absence of 


Signor Galassi in this r6éle, which he has made his 
pwn in New-York, was at times painfully apparent. 
Signor Ravelli, notwithstanding the hard work 
that has been imposed upon him this season, sang 
with much spirit, and did his best to carry the 


performance to a successful conclusion, and de- 
serves praise for his faithfulness. The rdle of 
Rhadames is not adapted to Signor Ravelli, and 
it is to his credit that he makes so much 
of it. We was in fairly good voice, and 
gang like an artist, though it was evident 
that he was engaged in a struggle with 


a task for which he felt himself unequal. It is not 


necessary to speak of the mounting of the opera, 
which was superb, or of the chorus and orchestra, 
which were all that could be desired, or of the lesser 
characters of the cast, who were quite equal to 
their work. There was, however, a pervading 
sense of incompleteness and lack of vitality, re- 
gulting from the Amonasro and the coldness of the 
audience, which found its response on the stage. 
The one exception to this general criticism was the 
Aida of Mlle. Paolina Rossini, who sang su- 
perbly and acted with the impressive style 
that has been before remarked in THE 
Times. ‘To this talented young artiste was 


due whatever of success there wasinthe opera. 
She is a dramatic soprano who does not require 
the praise of her personal charm- to esiablish her 
rank onthe lyrio stage. Her voice is of pure qual- 
ity, her method is artistic, and in ‘“‘Aida’’ she shows 
the capabilities of a trained singer. The audience 
last night was quite ready to give her adequate 
recognition, and the successful events of the per- 
formance were generally recognized as due to this 
charming young prima donna. 

The Fall and Winter season of Italian opera at 
the Academy of Music is now in the sixth week of 
its progress, and but a month remains in which to 
pchieve something that may make the series of 
performances commenced in October last pleasant- 
ly memorable. What has been done thus far will 
certainly not cause it to be reverted to with un- 
mingled gratification. Viewed dispassionately, the 
season has proved until now, and seems likely to 
prove to the end, rather disappointing to every- 
body exeept the management. It may be affirmed 


that the governing powers of Italian opera have | 


bad, up to the present writing, a not unprofitable 
experience. This is to be ascribed wholly to 
Mme. Patti’s representations, which must have 
drawn large sums of money into their treasury. 
On the other hand, their policy is likely to cost 
them, in the long ran, a good deal more than it has 
brought. While they have given the public cause 
for much just complaint by supplying representa- 
tions of a decidedly uninteresting nature, they 
have, by the same course ‘of action, put Italian 
ppera back to where it stood five years ago when 
a first-rate ensemble was nearly unobtainable, and 
the best of performances was often marred by in- 
attention to detail. After four seasons of preach- 
Ing and practice, Mr. Mapleson has, of a sudden, 
forsaken his gods and blasted all the welcome fruits 
of his lessons. ‘True it is that he has secured 
Mme. Patti, but in so doing he has sacrificed all his 
principles and promises to the financial exigencies 
of the lady’s engagement. After having in a 
measure trained his audiences to an appreciation 
of thoroughly symmetrical representations, and ac- 
customed them to frequent the Academy of Music 
almost as much for the sake of the operas as for 
that of the singers, he has undone all that he had 
accomplished, and restored a condition of affairs 
which existed, to his dismay and to critical sorrow, 
wher he first visited the United States. There 
Js no craving now for Rossini, Donizetti, Bel- 
lini, or Meyerbeer; people go to the Academy 
of Music to hear Mme. Patti, and nothing and 
po one else. When Mme. Patti's tones are 
hushed, the masterpieces of the répertoire are 
powerless to attract paying audiences. Asidefrom 
the magnetic properties of a “‘star,” there is a 
reason why, this year, these masterpieces shouid 
pot draw overflowing audiences. The present 
volicy of the management of the Academy has, in 
fact, given the public the best of reasons for re- 
maining at home on Mme. Patti’s ‘‘ off nights,” for 
while the great prima donna herself has often had 
Jnadequate support, the performances on the even- 
ings upon which she has not appeared have been 
gntireiy unworthy the reputation of an impresario 
of judgment and forethought. The immediate 
gains of the management would have been 
somewhat lessened by depriving the public 
pf an excuse for net relapsing into its old- 
time habit of caring more for phenomena 
than for art, but there can be no question as to the 
future remunerativeness as well as propriety of 
the policy. It cannot be disguised that the com- 
pany engaged for the season has been sadly inade- 
quate to the demands of genuine Italian opera. 
The orchestra has been as efficient as ever, the 
chorus almost, if not quite, as good, and the stage 
attire most effective, but the chief promisesof the 
prospectus still remain unfulfilled. The list of ar- 
tists suggests, thus far, the blank canvas upon 
which the madman fancied he had depicted the 
prossing of the Red Sea by the biblical hosts. 
Paraphrasing the madman’s explanation and 
bpplying it to the prospectus, it may be claimed 
that Mr. Mapleson’s baritones have passed 
pver, that his tenors have scattered, and 
that his contraltos are not yet in sight. 
[The management of the Academy have 
jhis season had but one available tenor—Signor 
Ravelli. Signor Ravelli isa painstaking artist, zifted 
with a lovely voice, but deficient in elegance, fire, 
magnetism, and, most important of all, to borrow 
3 French word, in authority. Signor Mierzwinski, 
who rose in the heavens like the proverbial rocket, 
bas descended almost as prompt!y as the prover- 
bial stick. Signor Clodio is but a second-rate per- 
former, and Signor Nicolini is practically out of 
therace. It has been attempted to carry on the 
season with a single baritone—Signor Galassi. 
The consequence has been that this excel- 
lent singer has been overworked, and that 
he has again and again done himself 
and his audiences injustice by appearing 
when unfit to do so. Inthe matter of sopranos, 
the management has been equally unfortanate. 
Mile. Rossini, like Signor Galassi, has over-exerted 
herself, and, partly through excessive earnestness 
snd partly through inexperience in the manage- 
ment of her voice, her tones have shown unmis- 
sakable sicns of wear. Mme. Zagury’s Dosition as a 
prima donna was established In Europe long ago, 
and it was hardly to be expected that opera-goers 
who have listened to the leading vocalists of the 
age should be content with the clever, but unsym- 
pathetic, performances of a mature and unprepos- 
jessing songstross. Mile: Savio and Mile. Bergbi may 
pave delighted Italian audiences, but their successes 
pave not been repeated in this uncivilizea land. 
We have had no contraltos, for Mme. Galass!, 
Mile. Lauri, and Miss Bartiett are neither moro nor 
less than mozzo-soprenos. and only nnssable woA=0- 


sopranos at best. Only in respect of bassos has 
the management been fairly weli equipped; Signor 
Monti is always aceeptable, and M. Durat merits 
commendation as a capable singer and comedian 
of the French school. M. Lhérie, who would have 
been a valuable addition to the forces of the Acad- 
emy, is still to be heard from. Mlle. Scalchi is re- 
ported to be at sea, and Signor Ciampi-Cellaj, who 
sang plaintive romances in a plaintive style during 
Mile. Carlotta Patti's cencert tour, is also expected, 
but unable as yet to answer the roll-call. With the 
artists whose names we have enumerated, the 
present management has brought forth, including 
“Il Barbiere,” announced for Friday, 13 operas. 
As implied already, nearly all these works have 
been given with a degree of imperfection seldom 
noted in reviewing the events of the past four sea- 
sons. And Italian opera imperfectly represented 
is, unhappily, not Italian opera at all. A mediocre 
performance of a play may be endured, but a dis- 
agreeable voice, defective intonation, ana down- 
right gaucherie on the part of a singer bring torture 
to the music-lever. Italian opera is, in truth, a 
luxury; when famine stalks the land people may eat 
brown bread, but in times of plenty they will 
hardly drink sour wine or adorn their dwell- 
ings with chromo-lithegraphs—particularly when 
both the wine and the chromo-lithographs are a 
trifle costly. There is no denving that the policy 
of the present management of the Academy is un- 
just toward its patrons, who will probably resent 
the many disappointments to which they have 
been subjected. But, aside from this view of the 
case, the observer will regret still more keenly 
than the momentary ill-effect of an unsatisfactory 
season the lasting injury it has inflicted upon the 
cause Of Italian opera.

HOW HE LEFT HOME, WHERE HE WENT TO, 


AND HOW HE RETURNED. 


The disapearance of Mr. John Wilson, an 
old and well-to-do resident of Coytesville. N. J., on 
Tuesday night caused considerable excitement in 
that quiet village. Mr. Wilson, who is 72 years of 
age, retired from business about 15 years ago with 
a snug little fortune. He has been suffering from 
disease of the kidneys, which at times has affected 


his mind. Tuesday night he left his wife at 7:30 
o’cloek to cali on a neighbor, and did not return. 
His cuntinued absence excited alarm, and search 
parties were busy looking for him all night. In the 
morning the school bell was rung and scores of vil- 
lagers from Coytesville, Fort Lee, Pleasant Valley, 
Englewood, and Leonia scoured the bluff and ran- 
sacked the woods and by-ways; Samuel Kyle. a 
neighbor, walked from Hoboken to Coytesville, 
leaving a description of Mr. Wilson at dozens of 
places on the way. The Police of New-York, Jer- 
sey City, and Hoboken sent out general alarms. 
Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock Mr. Wilson quiet- 
ly arrived at Fort Lee by the steamer that piies be- 
tween the fort and One Hundred and Thirtieth- 
street, and returned home. He said he had been 
in a sort ef trance, and on leaving his neighbor’s 
house he was seized with an impulse to go 
to New-York and see “his boys.” The 
“*boys,’’ David and Isaac, conduct a wood- 
enpware and toy business at No. 119 Chambers- 
street. Mr. Wilson hired a row-boat to cross the 
river, the ferry-boat having stopped running, and 
went down town to the store, which was closed.

A LARGE ORDER FOR ROLLING STOCK—A 


ROAD INTO THE ADIRONDACKS—THE 


CENTRAL VERMONT—THE RAILROAD 
WAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22,.—Vice-President 
Thompson, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Compa- 
ny, to-day gave orders to the Grant Locomotive 
Works, of Paterson, N. J., for 40 locomotives, and 
to the Pittsburg Locometive Company for 15. He 
also issued orders for the building of 6,000 or more 
cars for the lines cast and west of Pittsburg. 

The statement of the business of ail lines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company east of Pittsburg 
and Erie for October, 1882, as compared with the 
same month in 1881, shows an increase in net earn- 
ings of $685,680. The 10months of 1882, as com- 
pared with the same period of 188), shows an in-, 
crease in net earnings of $894,376. Ali lines west 
of Pittsburg and Erie for the 10 months ‘of 1882 show 


asurplus over all liabilities of $1,598,772, being a de- 
crease, as compared with the same period of 1881, 
Of $984,905. 

The approximate gross earnings of the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad Company for the first two 
weeks of November were $100,864 31, an increase 
of $9,211 77 as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Mempais, Nov. 22.—The stockholders of the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad met this morn- 
ing. Jeremiah Baxter, Vice-President of the road, 
read the annual report showing how far the Board 
of Directors had proceeded in consummating a 
compromise of the lease of the road to the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany.

Farrington, of Memphis; John8, Wilkes, of Pulaski, 
Tenr. Shares to the amount of $157,779 were rep- 
resented, which is over three-fourths of the capital 
stock of the road. The Board of Directors organ- 
ized, and elected Jeremiah Baxter President and 8. 
R. Cruse Seeretary. W.M. Duncan, of Nashville 
resigned in person, and W. T. Hatch, of New-York, 
resigned by telegraph. Samuel Tate, Jr., and 
Thomas R. Sharp were elected in their places. 
Thomus R. Sharp was chosen Vice-President. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Mississippi and Tennessee Railroad, held this 
afternoon, the old Board of Directors was re- 
elected, with the exception of H. S. McComb. whe 
was replaced by Calvin F. Vance.

The project- 
ors of the road have bought 60 square miles of the 
finest land, which they will clear of timber when 
the road is completed, thus denuding a large seo- 


tion of the central forests of the Adirondacks. 


Boston, Nov. 22.—Commissioner Fink, who 
has had the question of arbitration upon the sum 
to be paid the New-York and New-England Rail- 
road Company by the Boston and Albany Railroad 
Company for the 5 4-10 miles of the Woonsocket 
Branch west of Brookline, which the latter rail- 
road is to use for its circuit, has awarded the New- 
York and New-England Company $415,009. 

The Directors of the Central Vermont Railroad 
Company held a meeting this afternoon to act upon 
the recently published proposition forthe amicable 
adjustment of the litigation in which the 
road has been so long involved. It was de- 
cided to accept the terms of the _ proposi- 
tion in a slightly modified form. The 
$7,000,000 worth of 5-3) first mortgage bonds 
to be issued under the new organization will be 
placed with the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, with whom the holders of the old seeurities 
may exchange. The Vermont and Canada Com- 
pany is to receive fof these 33 per cent. on its 
$3,000,000 of stock. Their bonds of all classes, 
amounting to $4,357,000, will be paid for at par. 
One million dollars of the new first mortgage 
will be applied to cancel the floating debt, and 
$643,000 to the liquidation of the debt of the Cen- 
tral Vermont Company. The Vermont Central 
first and second mortgage bonds will be secured 
ona busis of 20 cents and 10 cents on the dollar, 
respectively. This agreement has only to be rati- 
tied by the Vermont and Canada bondholders, and 
as a sufficient number of individual holders have 
already expressed themselves in favor of the agree- 
ment, it is considered practically consummated. 
The Central Vermont Company will then take 
charge of the Vermont Central and the Vermont 
and Canada Roads under a lease. 

CuHicaGo, Nov. 22.—An investigation into 
the ramor sent from here to New-York to-day to 
the effect that Messrs. Keep, of the North-western 
Road, and Riddle, of the Rock Island Road, 
were on their way to New-York on a 
“lightning” train, with the track cleared, to 
patch up a peace in the North-western war on 
rates seems to have been a stock jobbing scheme. 
The facts are these: Messrs. Keep and Hugihitt, of 
the North-western Road, left for New-York yester- 
day, and should be in that City now. The officers 
of the road state that the trip was made in an or- 
dinary train, and had nothing whatever to do with 
the war of rates. Mr. Riddle was here at 9 o'clock 
to-night. President Cable, of the Rock Island 
Road, says no meeting to flx up a peace is in pros- 
pect in New-York, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
or anywhere else. 

GUANAJUATO, Nov. 22.—The opening of the 
important branch of the Mexican Central Railway, 
which places the great mining region of Guanajuato 
in communication with the national capital, is be- 
ing celebrated with great splendor. Tne excursion 
train which left the City of Mexico yesterday morn- 
ing for Guanajuato included four carriages and 
the Directors’ car. The company numbered about 
150 people, among them being many persons of 
distinction, representing Government, railroad, 
and commercial interests of the country. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 22.—Judge Baxter, of the 
United States court, has appointed the Hon. J. D. 
Cox, of this city, special Master Commissioner to 
act with the Commissioners appointed by the court 
in Indiana to sell the Columbus, Chicago and In- 
diana Central Railread. 

ALBANY, Nov. 22.—The Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company reports to the State Engineer

TALK IN THIS CITY. 
THE WARRING NORTH-WESTERN ROADS— 
DIFFERENTIAL PASSENGER RATES. 

There was much talk in Wall-streot yester- 
day of a settlement of the war of rates on the east- 
bound freight and passenger business in the North- 
west. The roads had got to carrying passengers 
from Minneapolis and St. Paul to Chicago for $1 
each and freight ror any price that the shipper 
might offer. The report obtained circulation that 
there was to be a conference in this City this morn 
ing of representatives of the four warring lines— 
the North-western, the Omaha, the Rock Island, 
and the St. Paul. The story was started by the in- 
telligence that Albert Keep, President; Mar- 
vin = R. , Hewitt, Jice-President, and J. H. 
Howe, attorney of the North-western, 
were on their way to New-York in 
a special car. The ‘ North-western party,” as it 
was called, arrived at 9 o’clock last night, and went 
at once to the Windsor. Mr. Keep declined to 
state the object of his visit, whetner a conference 


to settle the war would be held in the morning, 
whether the cutting would continusg, or, in short, 
to say anything at all. His sole reply was, “I can 
say nothing to-night.” Mr. H. H. Porter, President 
of the Omaha, said he had been invited to no con- 
ference, and did not know that one was to be held. 
He was aware of no negotiations looking to a 
settlement of the troubles, and it was impossible 
for him to ~~ how long the war would continue 
or how soon it would be stopped. He was disin- 
clined to believe the truth of a story that Vander- 
bilt was trying to gobble up the Omaha, and that 
the war was preeipitated to throw it into his 
hands. Hesmiled when the rumer was repeated 
to him. There was a report that the Omaha had 
begun cutting on west-bound business, but Mr. 
Porter knew nothing of it. The general impression 
at the Windsor was that a conference would be 
held to-day. Hugh Riddle, President of the Rock 

Island. was said to be on his way to New-York, 
and ~eggccummay Mitchell, of the St. Paul, was ex- 
pected. 

When the meeting of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee (passenger department) aye? at Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office yesterday, W. Fuller, the 
Genera! Passenger Agent of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad, was not ready to present the claims 
of his line for a differential rate between New- 
York and points in the West, and the subject was 

ut over. A rumor that some of the roads were 

onoring orders given by steam-ship companies 
came up incidentally. The representatives of the 
diferent roads denied that they were allowing 
commissions to steam-ship companies and the mat- 
ter was dropped. When steam-ship companies 
were acting as agents of the roads they were given 
a@reduction. The reason given for the abrogation 
of this arrangement was that the tickets cot into 
‘the hands of the scalpers, who divided the 
profits with customers and thus made 
a cut which had tbe effect of demoraliz- 
ing rates. The remainder of the day was 
devoted to a consideration of the operation of the 
differential rates to the points already established. 
The object was to find out if they_had worked to 
the disadvantage of any road. There were no 
formal complaints. Before the meeting adjourned 
Cummissioner Fink instructed the representatives 


vf the roads who had obapesisan or suggestions to 
be ready with them to-day. The subject of dif- 
fercntial rates to intermediate points will be made 
a special order for to-day, and an effort will be 
made to fix rates between Columbus, Cleveland, 
Nashville, Louisville, and the points to which dif- 
ferential fares exist, and also the termini of the 
trunk lines, 

Mr. George Washington Stephens, one of the 
leading members of the Opposition in the Quebec 
legislature, is at present ona visit to New-York, 
and in a conversation yesterday in relation to 
Canadian railway matters, he said that the evident 
desire of the Canada Pacific Railway Company was 
to make Portland its Winter port. The compavy 
had already control of the South-eastern Raii- 
road, and it was reported in Montreal 
that it was negotiating for the purchase 
of whe Portland and Ogdensburg Road. 
If these negotiations were successful the Canadian 
Pacific Road would possess a direct line from 
Montreal to the Atlantic, leaving Montreal by the 
South-eastern and tapping the Portland and 
Ogdensburg line at Swanton, Vt. This route, Mr. 
Stephens explained, was 300 miles shorter than that 
to Halifax by way of the North Shore Railroad and 
the Intercolonial. He did not think either 
the Canadian Pacific or the Grand Trunk 
were anxious to acquire the North Shore 
road, from Montreal to Quebec, although both 
companies, he understood, were bidding for it. 
The Drincipal advantage of ‘this line to the Grand 
Trunk would be that it would enable it to reach 
directly the extensive haying regions on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrence. If the Canadian Pacific 
Road perfected the rumored negotiations with the 
Portland and Ogdensburg Company,and made Port- 
land its Winter terminus, he did not think it would 
require the North Shore Road. 


JAMAICA INDIGNANT. 


THE GOVERNMENT DKNOUNCED-—-THREAT- 
ENING ATTITUDE OF THE PEOPLE. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 14.—The national 
agitation in Jamaica has reached a very critical 
stage, and is now assuming a serious aspect. The 
public feeling is now fiercer. In this agitation the 
whole colony is united against the Government, 
and the indignation of every class, creed, and 
color is poured forth in violent speeches at public 
meetings, which are now held in every townshipin 


the colony. These demonstrations against the 
Government are attended by planters, negroes, 


creoles, Europeans, freeholders, and laborers. The 


public meeting at Kingston City Hall on Nov, 2 
was uttended by over 3,000 people of all colors, 
creeds, and classes, and the speeches were deliv- 
ered by gentlemen representative of every 
interest in the colony. A band paraded 
the streets all day. displaying banners 
with mottoes and a notice of the time aud 
lace of meeting, Another mass- meeting will be 
eld in Kingston on Monday, the 2ist inst., te ex- 
press opinions of appreciation at the resignations of 
the unofficial members of Council. Lord Kimberiy is 
denounced at these public meetings in consequence 
of the peremptory orders he sent out to the Gov- 
ernor to pack the Legislative Council in order to 
pass the vote for payment of half of the Florence 
damages and costs by this colony. The publio 
mostinns held in the country purishes have been 
arge. 

The Legislative Council began its sittings on 
Tuesday, the 7th inst., and the new members who 
accepted the two official seats vacated by Mr. 
burke, the Solicitor-General, and Mr. McGlashan, 
the Auditor-General, took their oatns and their 
seats as official members. There was a large crowd 
of spectators present, who hissed Messrs. Capper 
and Alexander (the new official members) as 
they took tneir seats. In his minute which 
accompanied Lord Kimberly’s dispateh asking for 
a vote of half the Fiorence damages, the Governor 
Says: ‘* The Governor has not failed to urge upon 
the Secretarv of State the views which were ex- 
pressed by the unofficial members of the Council 
during the last sossion, and as far as he could do so 
with dve respect to his official superior he has 
pressed uponthe attention of the Secretary of 
State his own general concurretce in those views.” 
In his opening address the Governor said: ** I have 
been acquainted in reply that her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment do not regard this matter as merely one 
touching the propriety of the payment of afew 
thousand pounds by Great Britain or the colony, 
as the case may be, or as limited in its importance 
to the concerns of the Government only, but as one 
involving a great principle—that itis the duty of 
every portion of the empire to bear its share of the 
international obligations falling upon the nation, 
which share naturally consists in sustaining the 
burden accidentally cast upon that portion, by any 
action which may be takenin good faith by the 
celonial Governor or Government for the purpose 
of honorably fulfilling those international obliga- 
tions within the boundaries or in the neighborhood 
of the colony.” 

The second meeting of the Council was held on 
Thursday, the 9th inst., when the vote for 
£4,192 17s. 6446d., being one-half of the damages and 
costs of the Florence suits, was proposed by the 
Colonial Seoretary and seconded by the Attorney- 
General. Although all the other official members 
had previously affirmed that this colony should 
not be made to pay these costs, _ still 
they voted in favor thereof. All the 
unofficial members voted against the payment 
of any part of these costs and damages by this 
island. The speeches of the unofficial members 
were as violent and pronounced as those delivered 
at the public meetings.

TRADES-UNION DISCUSSIONS. 
SECOND DAY’S SESSION OF THE TRADES CON- 
GRESS IN CLEVELAND. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 22.—The second day’s 
session of the Trades Congress was called to order 
this morning, and after usual preliminaries Hugo 
Miller, of New-York, was mace an additional Sec- 
retary, with instructions to compiie the proceed- 
ings in German, so that they can be supplied to the 
German societies. A repo:t was received from the 
Committee on Order of Business in favor of the 
adoption of Frank Foster's paper advocat- 
ing the striking of the protection plank out of 
their platform. The committee also recommended 
the adoption of the Chicago Trades Assembly 
memorial in favor of the adoption and enforcement 
of an eight-hour law. A resolution was next offered 


by Gabriel Edmanson, of Washington, in opposition 
to all laws making labor unions or organizations 
conspiracies, and pledging political warfare toward 
all who favor the passage or retention of such laws. 
The resolution was referred. Judson Grinnell, of 
Detroit, offered a resolution calling attention to 
the fact that the working men do not properly sup- 
port the papers which advocate their principles. 
Considerable debate followed, in which one dele- 

gate suggested the advisability ‘of offering a reward 
for the best drama which should represent the 
working men’s cause, The remark was mude by an- 
other that. as arule, working men weuld rather 
spend their money for almost anything than for 
the newspapers that would educate them in the 
right direction. Amother recommended that the 
various trades-unions subscribe for a certain num- 
ber of labor organs and distribute them among 
their members. 

Congressman Murch, of Maine, spoke a few mo- 
ments on the question, saying that he was at one 
time interested in the (“rantfe Cutters’ Journa!,an& 
early found that there was a lukewarmness of sup- 
port among the working men that should be reme- 
died. He believed that the Associated Press was 
always working in opposition to the labor interests 
of the country, Frank Foster, of Massachusetts, 
thought that if the labor papers would reach a 
higher standard of unionism they would receive a 
better support. The resolution urging men todo 
more for the labor press was adopted. A commit- 
tee consisting of Richard Powers, Frank Foster, 
and George Collins was appointed to wait on Con- 
gressman-elect Foran, a Democratic working man’s 
candidate, who was elected in Cleveland last 
month, and invite him to address the congress. A 
resolution by Frank Foster was then adopted 
instructing the Legislative Committee to use all 
their influence during the next year 1n favor of the 
passage of an employers’ liability act by the various 
Legislatures. 

In the afternoon discussion was hegun on Fos- 
ter’s paper, ‘ Protection versus Wages,” which 
was carried on at considerable length, The feeling 
was quite unanimous, and a resolution striking out 
of the platform the declaration in favor of pro- 
tection was carried ona call of the roll by all the 
votes present except one, Foster, of the Cincinnati 
Trades Assembly, voting against elim‘nation on 
the instructions from those who sent him. The 
Chicago memorial in favor of an eight-hour law 
was then taken up and made the sense of the 
congress. Foster, of Massachusetts, offered a reso- 
lution favoring a uniform apprentice system, which 
was opposed by Mureh and others. The basis of 
representation was then changed so that lecal 
trades-unions that have been organized six months 
snall be allowed one delegate on payment of $10 
in addition to the per capita tax. In the evening 
the delegates attended a mass-meeting in the 


armory, which was addressed by various friends of 
abor.

CINCINNATI’S DIRTY STREETS. 
MEETING OF BUSINESS MEN TO PROTEST— 


SMALL-POX EPIDEMIC FEARED. 
Crncinnaty, Nov. 22.—A meeting of mer- 
chants and others was held at the Boara of Trade 
rooms this afternoon for the purpose of devising 
means for putting the city in a better sanitary con- 
dition by cleaning the streets and rendering 
efficient the notoriously inefficient and corrupt 


Health Department. The notice, which was circu- 


lated privately, was given too late to secure alarge 
attendance, but several prominent houses were 
represented at the meeting, and others sent letters 
saying that they are in full accord with 
the movement. After some _ discussion it 
was therefore resolvea to hold a second | 
meeting when a _ greater number could 
be present. Only one opinion was expressed, 
namely, that something must be done or small-pox 
will become epidemic. The general health of the 
city will saffer, and business will be greatly in- 
jured. It was reeognized that the movement must 
be wisely managed, fur agitation of sucha subject 
is almost certain to result in exaggerated stories 
being set afloat over the country, and, so far as 
business is concerned, the case might be more 
ruinous ‘than the evil which it is proposed to re- 
move. Through a long period of municipal thiey- 
ery and maixdministration the streets of the city 
have gradually become more and more filthy. 
There is no money in the public Treasury with 
which to clean them, and citizens are organizing 
and raising subseriptions to clean the particular 
squares upon which a live ordo business. Small- 
pox was not eradicated during the warm Summer 
months, and with so large a German population 
yossessed of a prejudice against vaccination there 
is au abundance of material upon which it can 
feed. ‘‘he Health Department has systematicaily 
falsified the reports of the number of small-pox 
cases, and has become so corrupt as to be a public 
nuisance, If the signs do not fail, public opinion 
will take euch a form as to cause this department 
to be wiped out of existence as soon as the Legis- 
lature meets, and other departments of the muni- 
cipal Government may share the same fate,

DANGERS OF THE SEA, 

Kineston, Jamaica, Nov. 14.—The Atlas 
steamer Athos, Capt. Gladwin, with passengers 
and the United States mails for this port, is now 
ashore at Man-of-war Bay, Inagua.

THROUGH NASSAU:STREET TO THE 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 
&NLARGED APPROACHES TO THE NEW STRUC- 
TURE DEMANDED —THE IMPORTANT 
PART WHICH NAUSSAU-STREET MUST 
PLAY—THE PROPOSED WIDENING AND 

THE PLANS SUGGESTED. 

Now that the completion of the Breoklyn 
oridge isso near at hand, the subject of providing 
outlets for this great highway is attracting much 
attention. Some provision must be made for the 
traffie which will necessarily stream along this 
thoroughfare to and from the down-town, eross- 
town, and up-town districts. Many alterations and 
improvements must occur in the vicinity of Tryon 
Row. across which the tide of travel will pour, 
thence to be distributed north and south. That 
acquisitive monopoly, the elevated railroad com- 
pany, will naturally be required to remove 
its City Hall station, which now stands imme- 
diately in front of the bridge entrance, 
The Register’s building in the City Hall Park 
may be removed, either to afford a direct thor- 
oughfare to Broadway, as some engineers are 
agreed, or to permit a much needed enlargement 
of the square at that point. An idea which has al- 
ways been approved by Controller Campbell is the 
demolition of this building and the erection at Cen- 
tre and Chambers streets, within the City Hall 
Park's limits, of a commodious fire-proof structure, 
In which should be the offices of the Register and 
Controller, whose papers relating to real estate 
transactions are so valuable as to require some bet- 
ter facilities for their preservation than now exist, 
Whether or not the present Register’s office is re- 
moved, some very necessary changes must be made 
in its vicinity, and possibly in the shape of the 
structure itself, 

Centre-street, whose value as a thoroughfare for 
traftic has been very much increased by widening 
within a comparatively recent period, originally ex- 
tended no further south than Tryon-row. Its ex- 
tension to Park-row is an event which some old 
New-Yorkers may possibly remember. The angle 
at which these two streets united must originally 
have been a very sharp one. Time seems to have 
rounded it off somewhat, however, and to-day its 
locality is marked by a bulb-shaped protuberance, 
extending from the City Hall Park at 
the Register's Office, a distance of 20 or 
more feet into the carriageway. This excresence 


will need to be removed in the enlargement of the 
Bquare through which pours the travel from Centre 
and Chatham streets on the north, and Park-row 
and Nassau streets on the south. From its curb- 
stone across to the Brooklyn bridge is a distance of 
63 feet. In this narrow space is a net-work of 
‘atreet-ratiroad tracks that may be said to monopo- 
lize almost every available foot of ground. So far 
as is possible, the heavily laden trucks avoid this 
thoroughfare because of the stream of horse cars 
which ‘s here in motion from morning till night. 
By the removal! of this pulging piece of City prop- 
erty 10 additional feet of carriage way can be 
secured. If it should be determined to cut offa 
slice of the Register’s Building at the south-east 
corner, 25 additional feet can be secured for the 
carriageway, which at this point will then be 
widened to 90 feet. The convenience which such an 
improvement would be to the public can readily be 
understeod. Maps of such a planas this are al- 
ready in the possession of the engineers of the De- 
partment of Public Works. It is a question of time 
only when the order for the performance of the 
work wiil be given. 

Broad way as 2 bighway for traffic, it need hardly 
be said, is overcrowded from early morning until 
long after sundown. Several plans have been_re- 
sorted to, among them the widening of West 
Broadway and New Church:street, to relieve it of 
the tremendous pressure to which it is subjected. 
That they have not been altogether sufficient 18 
evidenced by the delays and the actual clog to 
business which have resulted from the recent open- 
ing of its pavements to permit the laying of pipes 
of one kind and another. Jams innumerable, and 
some of them laating for one and two bours. have 
oceurred on this thoroughfare within the past 
few months. The importance of Nassau-street 
as an outlet to the business portion 
of the City heiow Wall-street was realized 27 years 
ago, and the pianof widening and improving it 
for the future was much discussed, and the City 
authorities went so far even as to have maps made 
showing the best plan of operations to be conduct- 
ed. The erection of the massive granite building 
between Pine and Cedar streets, then known as 
the Turner Building, had, perhaps, as much to co 
with the agitation of the subject as any other 
one thing. It was generally agreed at that 
time that the street should be widened, be- 
ginning at Pine-street, if not at Wall, the 
next street below. ‘hen, as now, the Class 
of real estate on the east side of the street was 
much inferior in value to that on its west side. At 
a very reasonable figure, enough of this could have 
been purchase to have converted Nassau-street 
jnto a handsome thoroughfare. It was understood 
that each year’s delay would only increase the 
cost, but the City authorities were unable properly 
to eppreciate the opportunity that was within 
their grasp aud the project fell through. That 
Nassau-street is likely to play an important 
part. in the commercial affairs of the City 
is the belief of many gentlemen who have 
watched the growth of business and now 
realize that the link connecting Manhattan 
with Long Island is almost completed. Nassau- 
street is a direct highway from the New-York end 
of the bridge to the lower portion of the City. It 
is doubtful if any busy street in the City requires 
more improvement than this. Whetber it shall 
tuke the form of a complete widening from Print- 
jnuy-house-square to Wall-street, the straighteniog 
of its angles bere and there, the removal of its 
multitude of sidewalk obstructions, or a widening 
at about the centre of its length, where its busiest 
scenes are to be witnessed, are questions likely to 
come up for general discussion at no distant day. 

Years ago, when the Bowery was the old post- 
road, Peari-street was the highway leading to 
Wall-street and tne business houses of the infantile 
Gotham. As New-York grew northward and the 
fields beyond Wall-street began to be encroached 
upon, Nassau-street gradually grew into existence. 
Its course is suggestive of a cow-path, and doubt- 
less it served as such. In time it came to bea sort 
of back way between Wall-street and the old post 
road, being a somewhat more direct road than 
Pearl-street, which was somewhat remarkable for 
its sweeping bend to the southward. When the 
present Treasury Building supplanted the old City 
Hall, that for many years stood on the south-east 
corner of Nassau and Wall streets, an effort was 
made to “‘square up’? Nassau-street somewhat. 
The Government ceded to the City a narrow 
strip of land on the Nassau-street side of the Treas- 
ury Building {no return for a similar strip on the 
Wall-street side. This was probably the first rec- 
ognition ‘of a needed improvement of the street. 
The growth of the street northward was gradual, 
and no actual agreement as to what should consti- 
tute its actual building line was reached until 
‘many years after it began to be regarded with 
favor by property-owuers. The result of all this 
is the present boundaries of the building lots, 
many of which are not situated at right angles 
with the building line, but are eskew. so that here 
and there occur little ‘* jags’’ which are the prop- 
arty of the City. No two biocks are exactly the same 
length, and it might almost be said that at no 
_point in the street is there the same width of car- 
riageway. The sidewalks are just as eccentric in 
the matter of width, and as a consequence, Nas- 
sau-street, between Beekman and Liberty, is one 
of the most inconvenient thoroughfares in 
the entire City, alike to the pedestrians and 
the man on wheels. Beginning at  Printing- 
hoase-square, with width of 40 feet, 
quite suflicient to accommodate the traffic 
which enters at this point, it narrows and 
broadens by fits and staris, as it were, until at 
Maiden-lane one of the narrowest parts of its en- 
tire course is encountered. From this point it 
broadens a bit, then contracts itself, repeating the 
process until it suddenly flares upon Wall-street 
with a width of 61 feet and 9 inches. The figures 
which indicate the widths ut the intersection of 
eross-streets ure astudy, and commend themselves 
to the lovers of rebuses and of abstruse geeometria 
calculatious. The street is nine blocks in length, 
and each block is a section by itself, having its own 
figures as to length and breadth of street. A table 
showing these remarkable vuriations is the follow- 
ing:

Map-makers are challenged to produce the equal 
of these measurements in any other street in the 
City. If the street is ever to be widened the prop- 
erty on the east side would naturally be encroached 
upon for the purpose, for no such substantial erec- 
tions are to be found uponit as on the west or 
Broadway side, and if there 1s a difference in valus 
between the real estate of the two sides that 
which is nearer Broadway is considered the 
more high-priced. With but three exceptions 
not alot on the east side between Printine-house- 
square and Wall-street is occupied by a building 
which has cost a large sum of money. The excep- 
tions are the Morse Building, at Beekman-street; 
the old Turner, or, as it is better known nowadays, 
he Vermilye, whieh occupies the whole block 

tween Cedar and Pine. and the Treasury 
Building, immediately south of it. The list 
will be increased” by the erection of an imposing 
structure on the site of the old Post Office, be- 
tween Liberty and Cedar streets, of which the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company will be the owner. 
On the opposite side of the street, however, are a 
large number of costly structures, such as the 
Duncan & Sherman Building, the Clearing-house 
Building, the Bank of Commerce Building, the 
United States National Bank Building, the building 
on the site of the #vening Fost newspaper oiliice, 
the Bennett Building, the Kelly Butiding. one of 
the finest in the City, and Tue Times Building, 
fronting on Printing-house-square. Inasmuch as 
an immense mass of traftic finds its way into and 
across Nassau-street from Beekman, Fulton, John, 
and Liberty streets, and Maiden-lane, it is thought 
that the widening should be restricted to such 
an area as will loclude all these streets.

than at the present time. There are some engineers 
who would enlarge upon this scheme by crossing 
Beekman-street, entting off a triangular slice of 
the Morse Building ana the American Tract Build- 
ing adjoining, and thus bringing the strect into 
Printing-House-square as a broad thoroughfare 
from end toend. It would hardly be necessary, 
if this were done, to extend operations below 
Cedar-street, for, as the foregoing table shows, the 
widest portion of the street is embraced between 
Cedar and Wall streets. The next widest point 
is at Printing-House-square. A small triangular 
slice of the /7idune sidewalk would necessarily be 
absorbed also, if this plan should ever obtain. 

A a which is favered by some as likely to 
afford much relief at a very moderate cost is that 
of adding to the carriageway at the exnense of the 
sidewalks. This could be done providing the 
Common Council would consent to pay a decent 
respe3t to the rights of the public. The walks on 
boti: sides are at present almost impassable, owing 
to the vast number ot obstructions in one shape 
and another which are tolerated. In many places 
less than four feet of space are allowed pedes 
trians, the remainder of the sidewalk, a space 
of four, five, and even six feet, being iucumbered 
with the show-eases, stoops, areas, and what not 
of private persons. If these obstructions could be 
removed and a clear sidewalk obtained from the 
curbstone to the building line, much of the annoy- 
ance and positive danger which pedestrians now 
undergo might be avoided. Not only would tnere 
be plenty of room for pedestrians, but a small 
amount of the walk, say, a foot or two, according 
to circumstances, could be converted into car- 
riageway. By some such plan, it is claimed with 
much truth, the capacity of the carriageway could 
be increased one-quarter to one-third. Even this 
slight increase would be welcomed by the public. 

In modern building the practice of laying side- 
walks from the building line to the curbstones is 
on the increase. Itis an encroachment upon the 
rights of the public to build stoops, steps, areas, 
&c., beyond the building line. Property owners 
ought to be compelled to abolish all these incum- 
brances which so mar the appearance of streets, 
to say nothing of the obstacles which they present 
to the free right of way along the public sidewalks, 
Nassau-street, from end to end, is remarkable for

vendors of all sorts of cheap 
lodgment, 
unusually crowded thoroughfare; 
show-cases, covering in many instances half 
the width of the sidewalk, storm-doors that 
compel passers-by to make a sharp turn to the 
right or left, and oftentimes force them into the 
carriageway, where thev are in imminent danger 
of their lives from heavy trucks, book-cases, sam- 
ples of furniture, and fire-plugs. Of thesejlast, two 
are on the block between Fulton and John streets. 
They stick up out of the sidewalks to a height of 
three feet, and have tripped up more pedestrians 
and caused more profanity than anything else in 
this disorganized thoroughfare. Something will 
need be done to Nassau-street, and those who have 
the interests of the City in charge cannot afford to 
overiook the fact much longer.

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LAWYER MARKS SENT TO PRISON. 
eee 
THIRTY DAYS’ CONFINEMENT FOR CONTEMPT 
OF COURT IN STRIKING MR. BASSETT. 

On Monday last. in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, Lawyer Abraham Marks hit Lawyer John 
Bassett, Jr., in the left eye. Judge Larremore im- 
mediately put Mr. Marks under arrest, but allowed 
him to go home on parole. On Tuesday Lawyer 
Bassett bad him taken before a Police magistrate 
on a charge of assault and battery. The 
inauiry into this charge was deterred to await 
the result of the contempt of court proceedings. 
Mr. Marks, accompanied by his counsel, ex-Judge 
Nelson J. Waterbury, appeared before Judge Lar- 
remore yesterday. Mr. Bassett also appeared witb 


his.counsel, Mr. Ira D. Warren. His left eye was 
only slightly discolored, and it was evident that his 
gray-bsired assailant either did not hic him a full 
blow or is too weak or unskiliful to do much dam- 
age with his fists. 

Ex-Judge Waterbury opened the proceedings by 
saying that Mr. Marks had lost control of himself 
when he struck Mr. Bassett, his anger having been 
aroused by an insulting epithet applied to him by 
the latter. The trial of the case of Marks against 
Seaman had just closed, Mr. Waterbury said, and 
Mr. Marks, who was attorney for the plain- 
tiff. was about to hand up bis 
to the court when Mr. Bassett, 
attorvey for the defendant, 
to see what the papers were that were to 
be submitted to the court. Mr. Marks remarked, 
** You are suspicious.’”” The answer of Mr. Bassett 
was: “You are a rogue.’? That remark, Mr. 
Waterbury said, contained a flagrant insult, and it 
Was all the more insulting that it was addressed by 
a young man to one very much his senior. On the 
impulse of the moment Mr. Marks, forgetting the 
respect due the court, slapped Mr. Bassett with the 
back of his hand. For this, his counsel said, Mr. 
Marks was very sorry, ard was ready to submit to 
whatever penalty the court saw fit to impose upon 
him for his unintentional contempt of its dicnity. 
Mr. Warren said the statement made by Mr. Water- 
bury was not correct in detail. It was out of a ques- 
tion addressed by him (Mr. Warren) and not by Mr. 
Bassett, to Mr. Marks that the trouble grew. Mr. 
Marks was about to hand up to the court his 
papers, and as Mr. Warren thought that some 
of them were not proper for eonsideration by 
Judge Larremore, he asked permission to look 
over the parcel. The response of Mr. Marks to this 
request was, “ All rogues are suspicious.” Mr. Bar- 
rett took up the remark and retorted, but in such 
a low tone that Mr. Warren did not hear what he 
said. The retort was followed by the biow deliv- 
ered by Marks. ‘I think,” continued Mr. Warren, 
**that in an ordinary proceeding in a court of jus- 
tice a man should have control enough to restrain 
himself from inflicting a blow with his fist on 
the face of a man much_= smaller than 
himself, and that the court will impose 
the punishment for a_ criminal contempt.” 
Ex-Judge Waterbury said Mr. Marks denied hav- 
ing used the word “rogue” with reference to 
either Mr. Warren or Mr. Bassett, and also denied 
baving been led to assault the latter by the tact 
that he was a smaller man. 

Judge Larremore said: “ An offense of this char- 
acter, committed in the immediate presence of the 
court, is punishable summarily. In view, however, 
of the excitement incident to the occurrence it was 
thought advisable to postpone the decision and 
give the accused a reasonable time to mnke his de- 
fense. This has now been done, and the convic- 
tion of the court is still unchanged as to the fact 
that the accused is guilty of a criminal contempt 
for which he should be punished. When assault is 
substituted for argument in a court of justice it is 
imperative that its power should be invoked to 
maintain its authority and punish the offender. No 
pecuniary compensation affords adequate relief 
under circumstances like these. Simply to impose a 
fine in a case like this is to offer a premium upon law- 
lessness—to say to any would-be offender, for a 
sum not exceeding $250 you may repeatedly com- 
mit a breach of peace in the presence of the court 
aud interrupt its proceedings. Such a result should 
be prevented by rigidly enforcing the law that is 

| violated. The judgment of the court is that Abra- 
ham Marks, for the offense which he has com- 
mitted, be punished by imprisonment for 30 days in 
the common jail of the City and County of New- 
York.”’ Under Sheriff Joel O. Stevens was ad- 
vancing to take Marks into custody when the lat- 
ter said to Judge Larremore that his act bad 
been misrepresented in newspapers, and he 
feared that the misrepresentations had affected 
the mind of the court. Judge Larremore replied 
that nothing outside the case had had any influ- 
ence upon him. Mr. Marks continued to speak for 
some time, saying that he and Bassett had had diffi- 
culties before, and that it had been the practice of 
the latter to insult him. Since the trouble which 
had culminated in the blow inflicted by him upon 
Bassett, the latter, he was convinced, had sought 
to arouse public sentiment against him. Among 
otber things that had been said about bim in the 
newspapers was that he was a Hebrew, and this 
had been said with the purpose to injure him. He 
admitted that he was a Heprew, and be was proud 
of the fact that he belenged toa race that had no 
superior upon earth. If Hebrews had received tair 
play as men of other races had they would have 
proved themselves at all times the master minds of 
the world. Under Sheriff Stevens led Mr. Marks 
out of the court-room, and there surrendered him 
toa Deputy Sheriff. The prisoner walked off guiet- 
ly to jail smoking a cigarette.

HENRY PROUSE COOPER. 

TESTIMONY OF A TRAVELING COM- 
PANION IN EUROPE—THE JAPANESE 
STORE NEGOTIATION—WHY DR. BEARD 
HOLDS THAT COOPER IS INSANE. 

Henry Prouse Cooper sat calmly for about 
four hours yesterday listening to testimony in- 
tended to prove him a lunatic. He betrayed no un- 
easiness at what was said, and, when a member of 
the Sheriff's jury expressed some fear that the 
statements of a medical witness would affect his 
mind injuriously, and hoped that it was not neces- 
sary to have him kent in the room during it, he 
resolutely refused to leave the“ court-room. 
The first witness examined was Arthur G. Jen- 
nings, an architect, who testified that Mr. Cooper 
employed him in January, 1882, to draw plans for a 
house to be built, without, limit as to cost, on the 
lot at Fifth-avenue and Sixty-first-street, owned by 
Cooper. He drew the plans and left them at 
Cooper's home, but did not know what became of 
them after they left his hands. 

Charles H. Wheeler testified that he had known 
Mr. Cooper and his family several years, and had 
always heard the former speak lovingly of and to 
his wife until the Summer of 1881. In July of that 
year he went to England on the same steamer with 
Cooper. During the trip across the ocean Cooper 
appeared nervous and abstracted. He would pace 
the decks for long periods, without noticing 
what was going on around him, On _ the 
steamer he told the witness about a French- 
woman in Paris whom he said he loved, yet 


on meeting his wife in Liverpool he seemed 
to greet her with affection. Soon afterward he 
showed a lack of affection for her by calling her 
vile names and using profane language to her in 
the presence of the witness, Mr. Wheeler here 
told the story of Cooper’s conduct to his wife in 
London on the night ne and she had been to the 
Princess’s Theatre. His story was similar to that 
told by Mrs. Cooper at her examination last week. 
In Paris the witness allowed Cooper to show him 
the sights. Being a bachelor, he saw nothing 
wrong in his own visits to the places to which 
Cooper took him. One of these places waa called 
the Turkish Harem. Women were there in scanty 
skirts and ready to drink freely. The witness once 
found Cooper with three of the women in an upper 
room of the Harem. Once he and Cooper flirted 
with some young women on the Boulevard. Mrs. 
Cooper saw her husband from a window of her 
hotel, and when he returned to her she upbraided 
bim for his flirting. He became violently angry, 
and, after calling ber bad names, told her if she 
did not like his conduct she could leave him. The 
witness was then “paralyzed”? by Cooper's con- 
duct toward his wife. He and Cooper met again in 
London, and there the latter gave the former a 
draft for 2.500f. te send by mail to the French- 
woman of whom he had previously spoken as the 
possessor of his heart. In the same city Cooper 
told him that he had had arow with Mrs, Cooper 
at Chester, and that he had accused her of 
infidelity to him in the company of her 
cousin. This a cusation against Mrs. Cooper had 
shocked him, Mr. Wheeler said, and made him 
think Cooper ought to be ashamed of himself for 
muking it. When about to leave London for Edin- 
burgh Cooper quarreled with the landlord of the 
Grand Hotel about the packing of a luncheon 1n his 
valise. On the way to Edinburgh be was restless 
and nervous, and when hearrived there he spent an 
hour or two in seribbling to a London newspaper a 
complaint about the hotel landlord he had quar- 
reled with. Several times he told the witness that 
detectives were ou his track, but why they were he 
did not say. He also looked wild and haggard at 
times. After their return to this City Cooper often 
spoke enthusiastically of money-making enterprises 
he was in orintendedtoenterinto. The witness vis- 
ited him at his house, and Cooper told him that all his 
schemes had ended in ruin, and he would have com- 
mitted suicide but tnat his wife prevented him. 
The impression then made upon his mind was that 
Cooper was a wreck in body and mind. Mr. 
Wheeler then toid about the preparations to put 
Cooper into an asylum that were abandoned in 
favor of sending bim on atrip to Bermuda, and of 
many boasts that Cooper had recently made to 
him about his rapid advance to great wealth. 

James O. Scott, who is manager of an establish- 
ment for the sale of Japanese articles underneath 
Cooper's Fifth-avenue store, testified that Cooper 
had proposed to purcbase the stock of that 
establishment in order to get possession of the 
basement in which it is situated. He had 
asked him (Scott) to have his employers put 
an estimate upon the stock, and they finally 
agreed to sell everything for $36,500. The witness 
went to see Cooper while the latter was sick, and 
Cooper told him that the estimate was not satisfac- 
tory—that he wanted a detailed inventory of the 
stock. He also gave the witness a letter to two 
men named Johnson and Verity, who. he said, 
were competent to, and would, appraise the arti- 
cles. This letter Mr. Scott presented to Johnson 
and Verity, but they paid little heed to the matter, 
and the first named talked in a manner that made 
the witness believe ‘him incompetent to be an ex- 
pert. Cooper offered $25,000 to the witness 
for the stock, but after that time he 
disappeared from the witness's view. 
For a time he was’ in _ Philadelphia, 
and after that under restraint, sothat nothing 
came of his offer. In his opinion Cooper acted like 
a shrewd business man in his negotiations for the 
stock. He wanted the basement occupied by the 
witness’s employers, and he was willing to purchase 
the stock in order to get the basement, which, the 
witness had heard, he wanted to use for the pur- 
poses of some incandescent light company organ- 
ized in London, with which he, Johnson, and Verity 
were connected. One condition upon which he 
would purchase the stock was that the witness 
should remain with him until Jan. 1. He hoped to 
sell most of the stock at good prices in the holiday 
season. What was left, he said, he would there- 
after keep for sale in his tailor shops, or to tempo- 
rarily adorn his home. 

Dr. George M. Beard, one of the physicians upon 
whose certificates Cooper was sent to a private 
asylum for the insane, was the next witness. He 
sala that he first examined Cooper in December, 
1881, and found him suffering from one of the 
severest forms of insanity. He had already passed 
through alcoholism and had entered upon pro- 
gressive paresis, which must ultimately end in 
dementia and death. Dr. Beard said he had formed 
this conclusion after a careful study of Cooper's 
case. His diagnosis had been founded upon a his- 
tory of Cooper’s life and upon his own statements 
and appearance. At the time he told Cooper's 
friends of his real condition, be also warned theny 
that events might occur which would lead them to 
believe temporarily that he (the witness) knew 
nothing about mental diseases. He told them that 
Cooper might and probably would alternate 
between exaltation and depression of mind, 
and between the two moods might show 
himself to be possessed of most periect 
command of his faculties, and show himself once 
more to be the gentieman he was by nature. Yet 
exaltation and depression would foliow in sequence, 
and their exciting causes would be wine and 
women. It was not absolutely necessary that 
these causes should again have play, for they had 
already done their work, and Cooper's disease was 
progressive. Its progress mht be hindered, but 
not stopped, by quietude and seclusion. At that 
time. Dr. beard said, he had “almost a hope” that 
Cooper might be cured by these means. After that 
Dr. Beard did not see Cooper until about Sept. 21 
last. Cooper called upon him and spoke in a man- 
ner proving him to be once more ‘‘exalted.” He 
had exaltation of the imagination, but his symp- 
toms were not such that a person unskilled in men- 
tal diseases would believe him insane. Dr. Beard 
then advised his family to put him away into some 
quiet place, for he was liable to kill bis wife or 
himself. It wasa peculiarity of insane persons to 
killthose they love bestintheir sanity. The wit- 
ness said he would repeat bis former prediction 
about Cooper’s future. “* He is incurably insane, 
and is certain to become more and more unsound 
of mind, but will possibly have periods of sanity.” 
Under cross-examination, Dr. Beard said Cooper 
had delusions such as no victim of alcoholism alone 
whom he bad ever seen had shown. No particular 
acts of Cooper had led the witness to the conclu- 
sion that he was insane, for insane persons do the 
sume things which sane persons do, but not under 
the same circumstances. The circumstances must, 
therefore, be considered and also the connection 
and relation betwoen the acts. A sane man might 
take lessons in singing, but a sane man would 
hays «a yoice fit for cultivation before 
he would do so. Dr. Beard admitted 
that he had never heard Cooper sing, and 
hud only been informed that he did not 
have a good voice. For aught he knew Cooper 
might have a good voice. Cooper’s business trans- 
actions were indicative of bis insanity. When 
asked what those transactions were,’he said they 
had been testitied to by previous witnesses. Being 
pressed, he said he would consider it an insane act 
for a man situated as Cooper was to pay $65,000 for 
a lot, and that the insanity of the act would not be 
lessened by the fact that the land greatly appre- 
ciated in value. Tne facts to be looked at were the 
circumstances of the purchaser at the time he paid 
the $65.000. Those circumstances, Dr. Beard said, 
bad all been told him before he arrived at his con- 
clusion as to Coopsr’s mental condition, and they 
had been told the jury in detail. : 

The inquiry was adjourned until next Monday at 
4:30 P. M. 
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THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS SUED. 
Argument was had yesterday before Judge 
Wheeler, in the United States Circuit Court, in a 
suit brought by Thomas Crocker,a resident of 
Orange, N. J., against the Mayor, Commonalty, and 
Dock Commissioners of this City. The plaintiff 
claims to he the tenant in actual possession of a 
parcel of land on the North River, bounded by 
Thirteenth-avenue, ‘I'wenty-sixth and Twenty-sev- 
enth streets. An injunction restraining the Dock 
Commissioners from interfering with this property 
was granted by Judge Wallace, in the United | 
States Cireuit Court, several months ago, and the 
argument yesterday was ona plea for the contin- 
uance of theinjunction. Decision was reserved.

JOHN KELLY iN A HAPPY MOOD 


PRESENTATION OF A WATCH TO EX-ALDER- 
MAN GEORGE HALL. 

The Tammany head-quarters of the Eighth 
Assembly District, at No. 77 Essex-street, were last 
evening thronged with veteran warriors and young 
recruits to the party. All had received invitations 
to participate in a presentation to ex-Alderman 
George Hall, and it was said by the Committee of 
Arrangements that John Kelly, Tammany’s big 
chief, would deliver the presentation speech. 
After 8 o’clock Mr. Kelly entered the hall and was 
greeted with terrific cheering, Albert Elterich 


presided. Among those seated in front of the plat- 
form were Capt. Thomas Wallace, Seth C. Doug- 
lass, Oscar H. Bogart, John Quick, Philip H. Hath- 
away, James Cowan, Patrick Myham, ex-

and Michael W. Bowen. The Chairman 
delivered a short address in which he referred to 
ex-Alderman Hall’s “true and faithful service to 
Tammany,” and said he was proud to be among 
those to do honor to “little Georgie Hall.’’ At 


this time ex-Alderman Hall, blushing like a school- | 


boy, made his way through the crowd and walked 
safely under the Chairman’s outstretched arm to a 
seat at Mr. Kelly's side. The gathering frantically 
cheered the ex-Alderman. The Chairman suid the 
friends of the ex-Alderman had purchased an ole- 
gant gold watch and chain for him, and desired 
that Mr. Kelly should present it.

He had _ frequently been told that it 
was very difficult, and almost impossible, for Tam- 
many tocarry the Eighth Assembly District. He 
was indeed glad to know that the Tammany work- 
ers in that district had achieved so much in the re- 
cent election. He was positive that Republican in- 
stitutions can be better protected by the Demo- 
cratic organization than by the Republican Party, 
and after saying this he explained at length the 
situation of the two parties during the past 20 
years. The tuture of the Democratic Rarty, he 
said, depended upon the Democrats who have just 
been elected to office. He believed that 
the Democratic Party is the party of 
the people.

He had been called upon, he continued, to 
presenta gold watchand chainto George Hall, 
who had been a member of the Common Council 
for two or three years. Some light-fingered gen- 
tleman haa on election day relieved Mr. Hall of 
his watch. jLaughter.] Mr. Hall was very busy 
on that day. and he lost his watch while laboring 
at the polls for his party. His political and 
social friends resolved to get him another 
watch, and that one Mr. Kelly was about to 
present him. Mr. Kelly created much laughter 
by saying that it is well known that Mr. 
Hall never drinks anything stronger than soda- 
water, and that, therefore, it could not be said of 
him that * he had too much beer aboard” when his 
watch was stolen. Mr. Kelly looked down at the 
blushing littlegnan before him, and added, * And, 
besides, he is such a little man, he cannot hold 
much beer.”’ Mr. Hall, Mr. Kelly thought, bad seen 
many men in bis time in the Bowery [great laugh- 
wer but Mr. Hall never supposed that any man 
could steal his watch. In conclusion, Mr. Kelly 
hoped Mr. Hall would wear the wach, because it 
was a present from his neighbors and friends, and 
would take better care of it than ne did of the one 
that was stolen. 

The ex Alderman endeavored to reply. He began 
with “‘Mr. Kelly and friends, I hope and trust,’ 
and then said that he could not say what he wished 
to say, he was too nervous and “not in condition.” 
He called upon Ambrose H. Purdy to reply for 
him. Mr. Purdy made the rafters fairly rattle with 
his speech. Ex-Police Justice Duffy and Oscar H.
